M  TT  is  a  most  invaluable  part  of  that 
A  blessed  4  liberty  wherewith  Christ  hath 
made  us  free  ’ — that,  in  his  worship,  differ- 
*  ent  forms  and  usages  may  without  offence 
be  allowed,  provided  the  substance  of  the 
faith  be  kept  entire ;  and  that,  in  every 
Church,  what  cannot  be  clearly  deter¬ 
mined  tcCbelong  to  doctrine  must  be  re¬ 
ferred  to  discipline ;  and,  therefore,  by  com¬ 
mon  consent  and  authority  may  be  altered, 
abridged,  enlarged,  amended,  or  other¬ 
wise  disposed  of,  as  may  seem  most  con¬ 
venient  for  the  edification  of  the  people, 
4  according  to  the  various  exigencies  of 
times  and  occasions.’  ”* 

The  Church  of  England ,  and  the  Pro¬ 
testant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America ,  in  the  Prefaces  to  their  re¬ 
spective  Books  of  Common  Prayer,  have

declared  “  the  necessity  and  expediency  of 
occasional  alterations  and  amendments  55 
in  Forms  of  Public  Worship;  indeed, 
upon  the  principles  they  have  laid  down, 
“  it  cannot  but  be  supposed  that  further 
alterations  would  in  time  be  found  expe¬ 
dient.^  By  the  Church  of  England ,  “  the 
Liturgy,  in  sundry  particulars,  hath  been 
reviewed,  altered  and  amended  about 
eight  different  times,  from  its  first  publica¬ 
tion,  according  to  act  of  parliament  in 
1594;  and  its  last  review  was  in  1661,  as 
it  now  stands,  according  to  the  Act  of 
Uniformity”  By  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America ,  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer  has  been  twice 
revised ;  in  1785,  when  the  “  Proposed 
Book  ”  was  adopted  in  Convention,*  and 
sent  to  England  as  a  basis  for  securing  the 
Episcopate  ;t  and  in  1789,  when  the  pre¬ 
sent  Book  of  that  Church  was  adopted  and 
set  forth  for  use. 

On  the  13th  of  September,  1689,  “a 
commission  for  a  further  review  of  the

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Liturgy  and  Canons,  etc.,  was  issued  out  to 
a  number  of  bishops  and  other  divines ; 
6  than  whom  (it  hath  been  truly  acknowl¬ 
edged)  the  Church  of  England  was  never, 
at  any  one  time,  blessed  with  either  wiser 
or  better,  since  it  was  a  Church.’  ” 

The  chief  matters  proposed  for  a  review 
at  that  time,  will  be  found  in  the  Preface 
to  the  “  Prayer  Book  of  1785.”  “  Mat¬ 

ters  were  well  considered,  freely  and 
calmly  debated ;  and  all  was  digested  into 
one  entire  correction  of  everything  that 
seemed  liable  to  any  just  objection.  But 
this  great  and  good  work  miscarried  at 
that  time;”  and  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  having,  in  1789,  retreated  from  the 
position  taken  by  the  Convention  of  1785, 
the  Prayer  Books  of  the  two  Churches 
remain  substantially  unrevised. 

When,  however,  in  the  course  of  Di¬ 
vine  Providence,  a  way  was  opened  for  a 
revision  of  the  Liturgy  and  Offices,  that 
should  more  fully  harmonize  them  with 
the  clear  teachings  of  the  Word  of  God, 
as  enunciated  by  the  Protestant  Reform¬ 
ers,  The  Reformed  Episcopal  Church 
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“  could  not  but,  with  gratitude  to  God, 
embrace  the  happy  occasion  which  was 
offered  to  them,  (uninfluenced  and  unre¬ 
strained  by  any  worldly  authority  whatso¬ 
ever,)"5  to  establish  such  alterations  and 
amendments  therein  as  they  deemed  ne¬ 
cessary  and  expedient. 

It  seems  unnecessary  to  enumerate  all 
the  different  alterations  and  amendments, 
among  which  will  be  found  most  of  those 
sanctioned  by  “the  great  divines  of  1689.” 
They  will  readily  appear,  and  the  reason 
of  them  also,  upon  a  comparison  of  this 
Book  with  that  of  the  Church  of  England; 
with  the  “Prayer  Book  of  1785,”  upon 
which  this  revision  is  chiefly  based ;  and 
with  the  present  Book  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America ,  ratified  in  1789. 

The  principles  on  which  this  revision 
has  been  conducted,  are  set  forth  in  the 
“Declaration  of  Principles  of  the  Re¬ 
formed  Episcopal  Churchf  adopted  De¬ 
cember  2d,  1873.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
Book,  as  now  set  forth  for  use,  will  be 
received  by  every  “  member  of  our  Church 
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and  every  sincere  Christian,  with  a  meek, 
candid,  and  charitable  frame  of  mind, 
without  prejudice  or  prepossessions ;  seri¬ 
ously  considering  what  Christianity  is,  and 
what  the  truths  of  the  Gospel  are ;  and 
earnestly  beseeching  Almighty  God  to  ac¬ 
company  with  his  blessing  every  endea¬ 
vor  for  promulgating  them  to  mankind 
in  the  clearest,  plainest,  most  affecting, 
and  majestic  manner,  for  the  sake  of  Jesus 
Christ,  our  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour.” 


DECLARATION  OF  PRINCIPLES 

OF  THE 

REFORMED  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 

Adopted  December  2d,  1873. 


I. 

The  Reformed  Episcopal  Church,  holding  “the  faith 
once  delivered  unto  the  saints,”  declares  its  belief  in  the 
Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  as  the 
Word  of  God,  and  the  sole  Rule  of  Faith  and  Practice; 
in  the  Creed  “commonly  called  the  Apostles’  Creed;” 
in  the  Divine  institution  of  the  Sacraments  of  Baptism 
and  the  Lord’s  Supper;  and  in  the  doctrines  of  grace 
substantially  as  they  are  set  forth  in  the  Thirty-nine 
Articles  of  Religion. 

II. 

This  Church  recognizes  and  adheres  to  Episcopacy, 
not  as  of  divine  right,  but  as  a  very  ancient  and  desirable 
form  of  church  polity. 

III. 

This  Church,  retaining  a  Liturgy  which  shall  not  be 
imperative  or  repressive  of  freedom  in  prayer,  accepts 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  as  it  was  revised,  proposed, 
and  recommended  for  use  by  the  General  Convention  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  A.  D.  1785,  reserving 
full  liberty  to  alter,  abridge,  enlarge,  and  amend  the 
same,  as  may  seem  most  conducive  to  the  edification  of 
the  people,  “  provided  that  the  substance  of  the  faith  be 
kept  entire.” 

IV. 

This  Church  condemns  and  rejects  the  following  erro- 
•  neous  and  strange  doctrines  as  contrary  to  God’s  Word; 

First,  That  the  Church  of  Christ  exists  only  in  one 
order  or  form  of  ecclesiastical  polity : 

Second,  That  Christian  ministers  are  “priests”  in 
another  sense  than  that  in  which  all  believers  are  “a 
royal  priesthood 

* Third ,  That  the  Lord’s  Table  is  an  altar  on  which  the 
oblation  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ  is  offered  anew 
to  the  Father : 

Fourth,  That  the  Presence  of  Christ  in  the  Lord’s  Sup¬ 
per  is  a  presence  in  the  elements  of  Bread  and  Wine : 

Fifth ,  That  Regeneration  is  inseparably  connected 
with  Baptism. 
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[Note.— The  foregoing  Table  of  Lessons  has  been  pre¬ 
pared  for  present  use,  and  will  be  subjected  to  amendment 
from  time  to  time  by  the  General  Council.  Other  Lessons, 
suitable  to  the  time  or  place,  may  be  used  in  conducting 
the  Services  of  this  Church.]

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TITLE  I. 


Canon  12. —  Of  the  Use  of  the  Prayer-Book. 

§  I.  On  occasions  of  public  worship,  invariably 
on  the  morning  of  the  Lord’s  day,  commonly  called 
Sunday,  and  at  other  times  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Minister,  the  Prayer-Book  set  forth  at  any  time  by 
the  General  Council  is  to  be  used  in  the  congrega¬ 
tions  of  this  Church ;  Provided ,  that  nothing  in  this 
Canon  is  to  be  understood  as  precluding  extempore 
prayer  before  or  after  sermons,  or  on  emergent 
occasions. 

|  II.  Congregations  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
and  in  other  countries,  shall  have  liberty  to  insert 
such  Prayers  and  Yersicles  in  the  Service  as  are 
most  accordant  with  their  respective  forms  of  civil 
government  5  and  such  prayers  for  those  in  autho¬ 
rity  may  take  the  place  of  those  in  use  in  the  L  nited 
States ;  Provided ,  that  no  printed  matter  shall  be 
inserted  in  the  printed  Morning  Service,  until  it 
has  been  approved  by  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Doctrine  and  Worship  of  the  General  Council.

Wherefore,  I 
pray  and  beseech  you,  as  many  as  are  here 
present,  to  accompany  me,  with  a  pure 
heart  and  humble  voice,  unto  the  throne 
of  the  heavenly  grace,  saying : — 
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If  A  General  Confession,  to  be  said  by  the  whole 
Congregation,  with  the  Minister,  all  kneeling. 

A  LMIGHTY  and  most  merciful  Father; 
A  We  have  erred  and  strayed  from  thy 
ways,  like  lost  sheep.  We  have  followed 
too  much  the  devices  and  desires  of  our 
own  hearts.  We  have  offended  against 
thy  holy  laws.  We  have  left  undone 
those  things  which  we  ought  to  have  done; 
And  we  have  done  those  things  which  we 
ought  not  to  have  done :  And  there  is  no 
health  in  us.  But  thou,  0  Lord,  have 
mercy  upon  us,  miserable  offenders. 
Spare  thou  those,  0  God,  who  confess 
their  faults.  Restore  thou  those  who  are 
penitent;  According  to  thy  promises 
declared  unto  mankind,  in  Christ  Jesus 
our  Lord.

Hear  also  what  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  saith :  Thou  shalt  love  the 
Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with 
all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind.  This 
is  the  first  and  great  commandment.  And 
the  second  is  like  unto  it,  Thou  shalt  love 
thy  neighbor  as  thyself.  On  these  two 
commandments  hang  all  the  law  and  the 
prophets. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and 
write  all  these  thy  laws  in  our  hearts,  we 
beseech  thee. 


Minister.  0  Almighty  Lord,  and  ever¬ 
lasting  God,  vouchsafe,  we  beseech  thee, 
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to  direct,  sanctify,  and  govern,  both  onr 
hearts  and  bodies,  in  the  ways  of  thy  laws, 
and  in  the  works  of  thy  commandments; 
that,  through  thy  most  mighty  protection, 
both  here  and  ever,  we  may  be  preserved 
in  body  and  soul;  through  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  J esus  Christ.  Amen . 

If  Then  shall  be  said  the  Collect  of  the  day.  And 
immediately  after  the  Collect,  the  Minister  shall 
read  the  Epistle,  saying/  The  Epistle  (or  the 
portion  of  Scripture  appointed  for  the  Epistle) 
is  written  in  the - Chapter  of  - .  be¬ 
ginning  at  the  — -  Verse.  And  the  Epistle 

ended,  he  shall  say,  Here  endeth  the  Epistle. 
The  Holy  Gospel  is  written  in  the - Chap¬ 
ter  of - .  beginning  at  the - Verse. 

If  Here  the  people  shall  rise  and  say  or  sing : 

Glory  be  to  Thee,  0  Lord. 

If  Then  shall  be  rend  the  Gospel,  and  after  it,  either 
the  Apostles’,  or  the  Nicene  Creed. 

IT  Then,  after  a  Hymn  shall  follow  the  Sermon. 
After  wh’ch  the  Minister  shall  return  to  the 
Lord’s  Table,  and  shall  give  the  following,  or 
a  similar  invitation  ; 

OUR  fellow  Christians  of  other  branches 
of  Christ’s  Church,  and  all  who  love 
our  Divine  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ 
in  sincerity,  are  affectionately  invited  to 
the  Lord’s  Table. 
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If  there  should  be  a  collection,  one  or  more  of 
the  following  sentences  shall  be  read. 

LET  your  light  so  shine  before  menr 
that  they  may  see  your  good  works, 
and  glorify  your  Father  which  is  in 
heaven.  St.  Matt,  v,  16. 

Give,  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you ; 
good  measure,  pressed  down,  and  shaken 
together,  and  running  over,  shall  men 
give  into  your  bosom.  For  with  the 
same  measure  that  ye  mete  withal  it  shall 
be  measured  to  you  again.  St.  Luke 
vi,  38. 

Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures 
upon  earth,  where  moth  and  rust  doth 
corrupt,  and  where  thieves  break  through 
and  steal :  But  lav  up  for  yourselves 
treasures  in  heaven,  where  neither  moth 
nor  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves 
do  not  break  through  nor  steal.  St.  Matt .

Zaccliseus  stood,  and  said  unto  the 
Lord;  Behold,  Lord,  the  half  of  my 
goods  I  give  to  the  poor;  and  if  I  have 
taken  anything  from  anv  man,  by  false 
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accusation,  I  restore  him  fourfold.  St

Who  goeth  a  warfare  any  time  at  h>3 
own  charges?  Who  planteth  a  vineyard, 
and  eateth  not  of  the  fruit  thereof?  Or 
who  feedeth  a  flock,  and  eateth  not  of  the 
milk  of  the  flock?

It  we  have  sown  unto  you  spiritual 
things,  is  it  a  great  thing  if  we  shall  reap 
your  carnal  things?

Do  ye  not  know  that  they  which  minis¬ 
ter  about  holy  things  live  of  the  things 
ot  the  temple  ?  and  they  which  wait  at  the 
altar  are  partakers  with  the  altar?  Even 
so  hath  the  Lord  ordained  that  they  which 
preach  the  Gospel  shall  live  of  the  Gospel. 
1  Cor.  ix,  13,  14. 

He  which  soweth  sparingly  shall  reap 
also  sparingly;  and  he  which  soweth 
bountitully  shall  reap  also  bountifully. 
Every  man  according  as  he  purposeth  in 
his  heart,  so  let  him  give ;  not  grudginglv, 
or  of  necessity;  for  God  loveth  a  cheerful 
giver.  2  Cor.  ix,  6,  7. 

Let  him  that  is  taught  in  the  Word 
communicate  unto  him  that  teacheth  in 
all  good  things.  Be  not  deceived;  God 
is  not  mocked:  for  whatsoever  a  man 
soweth,  that  shall  he  also  reap.  Gal.  vi

As  we  have,  therefore,  opportunity,  let 
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us  do  good  unto  all  men,  especially  unto 
them  who  are  of  the  household  ot  faith.

Charge  them  that  are  rich  in  this  world, 
that  they  do  good,  that  they  he  rich  in 
good  works,  ready  to  distribute,  willing 
to  communicate ;  laying  up  in  store  tor 
themselves  a  good  foundation  against  the 
time  to  come, "that  they  may  lay  hold  on 
eternal  life.

To  do  good,  and  to  communicate,  for¬ 
get  not:  for  with  such  sacrifices  God  is 
well  pleased.

If  In  conducting  this  Service,  except  when  kneel¬ 
ing,  the  Minister  shall  face  the  people. 

Note.  The  act  and  prayer  of  consecration  do 
not  change  the  nature  of  the  elements,  but 
merely  set  them  apart  for  a  holy  use  :  and  the 
reception  of  them  in  a  kneeling  posture  is  not  an 
act  of  adoration  of  the  elements.

BLESSED  is  the  man  to  whom  the  Lord 
will  not  impute  sin.  Cometh  this 
blessedness  then  upon  the  Circumcision 
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only,  or  upon  the  Uncircumcision  also? 
For  we  say,  that  faith  was  reckoned  to 
Abraham  for  righteousness.  How  was  it 
then  reckoned  ?  when  he  was  in  circum¬ 
cision,  or  in  uncircumcision  ?  Hot  in 
circumcision,  but  in  uncircumcision.  And 
he  received  the  sign  of  circumcision,  a  seal 
of  the  righteousness  of  the  faith  which  he 
had,  yet  being  uncircumcised;  that  he 
might  be  the  father  of  all  them  that  be¬ 
lieve,  though  they  be  not  circumcised;  that 
righteousness  might  be  imputed  unto  them 
also:  and  the  father  of  circumcision  to 
them  who  are  not  of  the  Circumcision  only, 
but  also  walk  in  the  steps  of  that  faith  of 
our  father  Abraham,  which  he  had  being 
yet  uncircumcised.  For  the  promise^ 
that  he  should  be  the  heir  of  the  world, 
was  not  to  Abraham,  or  to  his  seed,' 
through  the  Law,  but  through  the  right¬ 
eousness  of  faith.  For  if  they  which  are 
of  the  Law  be  heirs,  faith  is  made  void, 
and  the  promise  made  of  none  effect. 

THE  gospel.  St.  Luke,  ii,  15. 

A  HI)  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  angels  were 
gone  away  from  them  into"  heaven, 
the  shepherds  said  one  to  another,  Let  us 
now  go  even  unto  Bethlehem,  and  see 
this  thing  which  is  come  to  pass,  which 
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the  Lord  hath  made  known  unto  us. 
And  they  came  with  haste,  and  found 
Mary  and  Joseph,  and  the  babe  lying  in 
a  manger.  And  when  they  had  seen  it, 
they  made  known  abroad  the  saying 
which  was  told  them  concerning  this 
child.  And  all  they  that  heard  it  won¬ 
dered  at  those  things  which  were  told 
them  by  the  shepherds.  But  Mary 
kept  all  these  things,  and  pondered  them 
in  her  heart.  And  the  shepherds  returned, 
glorifying  and  praising  God  for  all  the 
things  that  they  had  heard  and  seen,  as  it 
was  told  unto  them.  And  when  eight 
days  were  accomplished  for  the  circum¬ 
cising  of  the  child,  his  name  was  called 
JESUS,  which  was  so  named  of  the  angel 
before  he  was  conceived  in  the  womb.

POIl  this  cause,  I  Paul,  the  prisoner  of 
J-  J esus  Christ  for  you  Gentiles ;  if  ye 
have  heard  of  the  dispensation  of  the 
grace  of  God,  which  is  given  me  to  you¬ 
ward:  How  that  by  revelation  he  made 
known  unto  me  the  mystery  (as  I  wrote 
afore  in  few  words,  whereby,  when  ye 
read,  ye  may  understand  my  knowledge 
in  the  mystery  of  Christ)  which  in  other 
ages  was  not  made  known  unto  the  sons 
ot  men,  as  it  is  now  revealed  unto  his 
holy  Apostles  and  Prophets  by  the  Spirit ; 
that  the  Gentiles  should  be  fellow7  heirs, 
and  of  the  same  body,  and  partakers  of 
his  promise  in  Christ,  by  the  Gospel: 

•  _  I  was  made  a  minister,  accord¬ 

ing*  to  the  gift  of  the  grace  of  God  given 
unto  me  by  the  effectual  working  of  his 
power.  Unto  me,  who  am  less  than  the 
least  of  all  saints,  is  this  grace  given,  that 
I  should  preach  among  the  Gentiles  the 
unsearchable  riches  of  Christ;  and  to 
make  all  men  see  what  is  the  fellowship 
of  the  mystery,  wdiich  from  the  begin 
nmg  of  the  world  hath  been  hid  in  God. 
who  created  all  things  by  Jesus  Christ  : 
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to  the  intent  that  now  unto  the  principali¬ 
ties  and  powers  in  heavenly  places  might 
be  known  by  the  Church  the  manifold 
wisdom  of  God,  according  to  the  eternal 
purpose  which  he  purposed  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord  :  in  whom  we  have  bold¬ 
ness  and  access  with  confidence  by  the 
faith  of  him. 

the  gospel.  St.  Matt,  ii,  1. 

WHEX  Jesus  was  born  in  Bethlehem 
of  Judea,  in  the  days  of  Herod  the 
king,  behold,  there  came  wise  men  from 
the  East  to  Jerusalem,  saying,  Where  is 
he  that  is  horn  King  of  the  Jews?  for 
we  have  seen  his  star  in  the  East,  and 
are  come  to  worship  him.  When  Herod 
the  king  had  heard  these  things,  he  was 
troubled,  and  all  Jerusalem  with  him. 
And  when  he  had  gathered  all  the  chief 
priests  and  scribes  of  the  people  together, 
he  demanded  of  them  where  Christ  should 
be  born.  And  they  said  unto  him,  In 
Bethlehem  of  Judea  :  for  thus  it  is  writ¬ 
ten  by  the  prophet,  And  thou  Bethlehem, 
in  the  land  of  Juda,  art  not  the  least 
among  the  princes  of  Juda;  for  out  of 
thee  shall  come  a  Governor,  that  shall 
rule  my  people  Israel.  Then  Herod, 
when  he  had  privily  called  the  wise  men, 
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enquired  of  them  diligently  w li a 1  time 
tlie  star  appeared.  And  he  sent  them  to 
Bethlehem,  and  said,  Go,  and  search 
diligently  for  the  young  child ;  and  when 
ye  have  found  him,  bring  me  word  again, 
that  I  may  come  and  worship  him  also. 
When  they  had  heard  the  king,  they  de¬ 
parted,  and,  lo,  the  star  which  they  saw  in 
the  East  went  before  them,  till  it  came  and 
stood  over  where  the  yoirrg  child  w“ 
When  they  saw  the  star,  they  rejoiced 
with  exceeding  great  joy.  And  when 
they  were  come  into  the  house,  they  saw 
the  young  child  with  Mary  his  mother, 
and  fell  down  and  worshipped  him  :  and 
when  they  had  opened  their  treasures, 
they  presented  unto  him  gifts ;  gold,  and 
frankincense,  and  myrrh.  And  being 
warned  of  God  in  a  dream  that  they 
should  not  return  to  Herod,  they  departed 
into  their  own  country  another  way.

Whosoever  therefore  re- 
sisteth  the  power,  resisteth  the  ordinance 
of  God ;  and  they  that  resist  shall  receive 
to  themselves  damnation.  For  rulers  are 
not  a  terror  to  good  works,  but  to  the 
evil.  Wilt  thou  then  not  be  afraid  of  the 
power  ?  do  that  which  is  good,  and  thou 
shalt  have  praise  of  the  same ;  for  he  is 
the  minister  of  God  to  thee  for  good. 
But  if  thou  do  that  which  is  evil,  be 
afraid;  for  he  beareth  not  the  sword  in 
vain :  for  he  is  the  minister  of  God,  a  re¬ 
venger  to  execute  wrath  upon  him  that 
doeth  evil.  Wherefore  ye  must  needs  be 
subject,  not  only  for  wrath,  but  also  for 
conscience  sake.  For  this  cause  pay  ye 
tribute  also;  for  they  are  God’s  ministers, 
attending  continually  upon  this  very 
thing.  Render  therefore  to  all  their  dues; 
tribute  to  whom  tribute  is  due,  custom  to 
whom  custom,  fear  to  whom  fear,  honor 
to  whom  honor.

And  when  they  came  that  were 
hired  about  the  eleventh  hour,  they  re¬ 
ceived  every  man  a  penny.  But  when  the 
first  came,  they  supposed  that  they  should 
have  received  more;  and  they  likewise 
received  every  man  a  penny.  And  when 
they  had  received  it,  they  murmured 
against  the  goodman  of  the  house,  saying, 
These  last  have  wrought  but  one  hour, 
and  thou  hast  made  them  equal  unto  us, 
which  have  borne  the  burden  and  heat  of 
the  day.  But  he  answered  one  of  them, 
and  said,  Friend,  I  do  thee  no  wrong: 
didst  not  thou  agree  with  me  for  a  penny? 
Take  that  thine  is,  and  go  thy  way;  I  will 
give  unto  this  last  even  as  unto  thee.

perils  of  waters,  in  perils  of  robbers,  in 
perils  by  mine  own  countrymen,  in  perils 
by  the  heathen,  in  perils  in  the  city,  in 
perils  in  the  wilderness,  in  perils  in  the 
sea,  in  perils  among  false  brethren;  in 
weariness  and  painfulness,  in  watchings 
often,  in  hunger  and  thirst,  in  fastings 
often,  in  cold  and  nakedness.  Besides 
those  things  that  are  without,  that  which 
cometh  upon  me  daily,  the  care  of  all  the 
chinches.

Then  saith  J esus 
unto  him,  Get  thee  hence,  Satan!  for  it 
is  written,  Thou  shalt  worship  the  Lord 
thy  God,  and  him  only  shalt  thou  serve. 
Then  the  devil  leavetli  him,  and  behold, 
angels  came  and  ministered  unto  him.

For  this  ye  know,  that  no  whore¬ 
monger,  nor  unclean  person,  nor  covetous 
man,  who  is  an  idolater,  hath  anv  inherit¬ 
ance  in  the  kingdom  of  Christ  and  of 
God.  Let  no  man  deceive  you  with  vain 
words ;  for  because  of  these  things  cometh 
tne  wrath  of  God  upon  the  children  of 
disobedience.  Be  not  ye  therefore  par¬ 
takers  with  them.  For  ye  were  sometimes 
darkness,  but  now  are  ye  light  in  the 
Lord  :  walk  as  children  of  light;  (for  the 
fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  in  all  goodness,  and 
righteousness,  and  truth;)  proving  what  is 
acceptable  unto  the  Lord.  .And  have  no 
fellowship  with  the  unfruitful  works  of 
darkness,  but  rather  reprove  them.  For 
it  is  a  shame  even  to  speak  of  those  things 
which  are  done  of  them  in  secret.  But 
all  things  that  are  reproved  are  made 
manifest  by  the  light;  for  whatsoever 
doth  make  manifest  is  light.  Wherefore 
he  saith,  Awake,  thou  that  sleepest,  and 

arise  from  the  dead,  and  Christ  shall  give 
thee  light.  6 
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the  gospel.  St.  Luke  xi,  14. 

TESTIS  was  casting  out  a  devil,  and  it 
d  was  dumb.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when 
the  devil  was  gone  out,  the  dumb  spake ; 
and  the  people  wondered.  But  some  of 
them  said,  He  casteth  out  devils  through 
Beelzebub,  the  chief  of  the  devils.  And 
others,  tempting  him,  sought  of  him  a 
sign  from  heaven.  But  he,  knowing  their 
thoughts,  said  unto  them,  Every  kingdom 
divided  against  itself  is  brought  to  deso¬ 
lation  ;  and  a  house  divided  against  a 
house  falletli.  If  Satan  also  be  divided 
against  himself,  how  shall  his  kingdom 
stand?  because  ye  say  that  I  cast  out 
devils  through  Beelzebub.  And  if  I  by 
Beelzebub  cast  out  devils,  by  whom  do 
your  sons  cast  them  out  ?  therefore  shall 
they  be  your  judges.  But  if  I  with  the 
finger  of  God  cast  out  devils,  no  doubt 
the^  kingdom  of  God  is  come  upon  you. 
"When  a  strong  man  armed  keepeth  his 
palace,  his  goods  are  in  peace ;  but  when 
a  stronger  than  he  shall  come  upon  him, 
and  overcome  him,  he  taketh  from  him  all 
his  armor  wherein  he  trusted,  and  divid- 

eth  his  spoils.  He  that  is  not  with  me  is 
against  me  ;  and  he  that  gathereth  not 
with  me  scattereth.  When  the  unclean 
spirit  is  gone  out  of  a  man,  he  v  alketh 
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through  dry  places,  seeking  rest;  and 
finding  none,  he  saith,  I  will  return  unto 
my  house  whence  I  came  out.  And  when 
he  cometh,  he  findeth  it  swept  and  gar¬ 
nished.  Then  goeth  he,  and  taketh  to 
him  seven  other  spirits  more  wicked  than 
himself;  and  they  enter  in,  and  dwell 
there :  and  the  last  state  of  that  man  is 
worse  than  the  first.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
as  he  spake  these  things,  a  certain  woman 
of  the  company  lifted  up  her  voice,  and 
said  unto  him,  Blessed  is  the  womb  that 
bare  thee,  and  the  paps  which  thou  hast 
sucked.  But  he  said,  Yea  rather,  blessed 
are  they  that  hear  the  Word  of  God,  and 
keep  it.

TELL  me,  ye  that  desire  to  be  under  the 
Law,  do  ye  not  hear  the  Law  ?  For  it 
is  written,  that  Abraham  had  two  sons, 
the  one  by  a  bond-maid,  the  other  by  a 
tree-woman.  But  he  who  was  of  the 
bond-woman  was  born  after  the  flesh;

Which  things  are  an  allegory:  for  these 
are  the  two  covenants ;  the  one  from  the 
Mount  Sinai,  which  gendereth  to  bondage, 
which  is  Agar.  For  this  Agar  is  Mount 
Sinai  in  Arabia,  and  answereth  to  Jerusa¬ 
lem  which  now  is,  and  is  in  bondage  with 
her  children.  But  Jerusalem  which  is 
above  is  free,  which  is  the  mother  of  us 
all.  For  it  is  written,  Rejoice,  thou  bar¬ 
ren  that  bearest  not ;  break  forth  and  cry, 
thou  that  travailest  not:  for  the  desolate 
hath  many  more  children  than  she  which 
hath  an  husband.  Now  we,  brethren,  as 
Isaac  was,  are  the  children  of  promise. 
But  as  then  he  that  was  born  after  the 
flesh  persecuted  him  that  was  born  after 
the  Spirit,  even  so  it  is  now.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  what  saith  the  Scripture  ?  Cast  out 
the  bond-woman  and  her  son ;  for  the  son 
of  the  bond-woman  shall  not  be  heir  with 
the  son  of  the  free-woman.  So  then,

brethren,  we  are  not  children  of  the  bond- 
woman,  but  of  the  free. 

THE  GOSPEL.  St.  John  vi,  1. 

TESUS  went  over  the  Sea  of  Galilee, 
v  which  is  the  Sea  of  Tiberias.  And  a 
great  multitude  followed  him,  because 
they  saw  his  miracles  which  he  did  on 
them  that  were  diseased.  And  Jesus  went 
up  into  a  mountain,  and  there  he  sat  with 
his  disciples.  And  the  Passover,  a  feast  of 
the  Jews,  was  nigh.  Wffien  Jesus  then 
lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw  a  great  com¬ 
pany  come  unto  him,  he  saith  unto  Philip, 
Whence  shall  we  buy  bread,  that  these 
may  eat  ?.  (And  this  he  said  to  prove  him ; 
tor  he  himself  knew  what  he  would  do.) 
Philip  answered  him,  Two  hundred  pen¬ 
nyworth  of  bread  is  not  sufficient  for 
them,  that  every  one  of  them  may  take  a 
little.  One  of  his  disciples,  Andrew, 
Simon  Peter’s  brother,  saith  unto  him, 
There  is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  five  bar¬ 
ley  loaves,  and  two  small  fishes:  but 
what  are  they  among  so  many?  And 
Jesus  said,  Make  the  men  sit  down.  How 
there  was  much  grass  in  the  place.  So 
the  men  sat  down,  in  number  about  five 
thousand.  And  Jesus  took  the  loaves; 
and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  distri- 
•  buted  to  the  disciples,  and  the  disciples  to

them  that  were  set  down;  and  likewise 
of  the  fishes  as  much  as  they  would. 
When  they  were  filled,  he  said  unto  his 
disciples,  Gather  up  the  fragments  that 
remain,  that  nothing  he  lost.  Therefore 
they  gathered  them  together,  and  filled 
twelve  baskets  with  the  fragments  of  the 
five  barley  loaves,  which  remained  over 
and  above  unto  them  that  had  eaten. 
Then  those  men,  when  they  had  seen  the 
miracle  that  Jesus  did,  said,  This  is  of  a 
truth  that  Prophet  that  should  come  into 
the  world.

/JURIST  being  come  an  High  Priest  of 
\J  good  things  to  come,  bv  a  greater  and

neither  by  the  blood  of  goats  and  calves, 
but  by  his  own  blood  he  entered  in  once 
into  tiie  Holy  Place,  having  obtained 
eternal  redemption  for  us.  For  if  the 
blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats,  and  the  ashes 
of  an  heifer  sprinkling  the  unclean,  sanc- 
tifieth  to  the  purifying  of  the  flesh;  how 
much  more  shall  the  blood  of  Christ,  who, 
through  the  eternal  Spirit,  offered  himself 
without  spot  to  God,  purge  your  conscience 
from  dead  works  to  serve  the  living  God?

Pilate  saith  unto  them,  What  shall  1  do 
then  with  Jesus,  which  is  called  Christ? 
They  all  say  unto  him,  Let  him  be  cruci¬ 
fied  !  And  the  governor  said,  Why,  what 
evil  hath  he  done?  But  they  cried  out 
the  more,  saying,  Let  him  be  crucified!

Then  the  soldiers  of  the  governor  took 
Jesus  into  the  common  hall,  and  gathered 
unto  him  the  whole  band  of  soldiers. 
And  they  stripped  him,  and  put  on  him  a 
scarlet  robe.  And  when  they  had  platted 
a  crown  of  thorns,  they  put  it  upon  his 
head,  and  a  reed  in  his  right  hand;  and 
thev  bowed  the  knee  before  him,  and 
mocked  him,  saying,  Hail,  King  of  the 
Jews !  And  they  spit  upon  him,  and  took; 
the  reed,  and  smote  him  on  the  head. 
And  after  that  they  had  mocked  him,

And  they  crucified  him,  and  parted  his 
garments,  casting  lots:  that  it  might  be 
fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the  prophet, 
They  parted  my  garments  among  them 
and  upon  my  vesture  did  they  cast  lots. 
And  sitting  down  they  watched* him  there; 
and  set  up  over  his  head  his  accusation 
written,  THIS  IS  JESUS  THE  KING 
OF  THE  JEWS.  Then  were  there  two 
thieves  crucified  with  him,  one  on  the 
right  hand,  and  another  on  the  left.  And 
they  that  passed  by  reviled  him,  wagging 
their  heads,  and  saying,  Thou  that  de- 
stroyest  the  temple,  and  buildest  it  in 
three  days,  save  thyself.  If  thou  be  the 
Son  of  God,  come  down  from  the  cross. 
Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking 
him,  with  the  scribes  and  elders,  said,  He 
saved  others ;  himself  he  cannot  save.  If 
he  be  the  King  of  Israel,  let  him  now 
come  down  from  the  cross,  and  we  will 
believe  him.

WHO  is  this  that  cometli  from  Edom, 
'  ;  with  dyed  garments  from  Bozrah? 
this  that  is  glorious  in  his  apparel,  travel¬ 
ling  in  the  greatness  of  his  strength?  I 
that  speak  in  righteousness,  mighty  to 
save.  Wherefore  art  thou  red  in  thine 
apparel,  and  thy  garments  like  him  that 
treadeth  in  the  wine-fat?  I  have  trodden 
the  wine-press  alone;  and  of  the  people 
there  was  none  with  me :  for  I  will  tread 
them  in  mine  anger,  and  trample  them  in 
my  fury ;  and  their  blood  shall  be  sprinkled 
upon  my  garments,  and  I  will  stain  all  my 
raiment.  For  the  day  of  vengeance  is  in 
mine  heart,  and  the  year  of  my  redeemed 
is  come.  And  I  looked,  and  there  was 
none  to  help;  and  I  wondered  that  there 
was  none  to  uphold:  therefore  mine  own 
arm  brought  salvation  unto  me;  and  my 
fury,  it  upheld  me.  And  I  will  tread  down 
the  people  in  mine  anger,  and  make  them 
drunk  in  my  fury,  and  I  will  bring  down 
their  strength  to  the  earth.  I  will  mention 
the  loving-kindnesses  of  the  Lord,  and  the

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which  he  hath  bestowed  on  them  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  mercies,  and  according  to  the 
multitude  of  his  loving-kindnesses.

The 
people  of  thy  holiness  have  possessed  it 
but  a  little  while:  our  adversaries  have 
trodden  down  thy  sanctuary.  We  are 
thine :  thou  never  barest  rule  over  them  \ 
they  were  not  called  by  thy  Name. 

the  gospel.  St.  Mark  xiv,  1. 

was  the  feast  of  the 
Passover,  and  of  unleavened  bread : 
and  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes  sought 
how  they  might  take  him  by  craft,  and 
put  him  to  death.

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house,  The  Master  saith,  Where  is  the 
guest-chamber,  where  I  shall  eat  the  pass- 
over  with  my  disciples?  And  he  will 
show  you  a  large  upper  room  furnished 
and  prepared  :  there  make  ready  for  us. 
And  his  disciples  went  forth,  and  came 
into  the  city,  and  found  as  he  had  said 
unto  them  5  and  they  made  ready  the 
passover.  A.nd  in  the  evening  he  cometii 
with  the  twelve.  And  as  they  sat,  and 
did  eat,  Jesus  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you 
one  of  you  which  eatet'h  with  me  shall 
betray  me.  And  they  began  to  be  sor¬ 
rowful,  and  to  say  unto  him,  one  by  one, 
Is  it  I?  And  another  said,  Is  it  I? 
And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them’ 
It  is  one  of  the  twelve  that  dippeth 
with  me  in  the  dish.  The  Son  of  Man 
indeed  goeth,  as  it  is  written  of  him: 

wo  1°  that  man  by  whom  the  Son 
ot  Man  is  betrayed  !  good  were  it  for  that 
man  if  he  had  never  been  born.  And  as 
they  did  eat,  J esus  took  bread,  and  blessed, 
and  brake  it,  and  gave  to  them,  and  said, 
mke,  eat:  this  is  my  body.  And  he  took 
the  cup,  and  when  he  had  given  thanks, 
he  gave  it  to  them:  and  they  all  drank  of 
m  And  he  said  unto  them,  This  is  my 
blood  ot  the  new  testament,  which  is  shed 
tor  many.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  will 
drink  no  more  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine, 
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until  that  clay  that  I  drink  it  new  in  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  And  when  they  had 
sung  an  hymn,  they  went  out  into  the 
Mount  of  Olives.  And  Jesus  saith  unto 
them,  All  ye  shall  be  offended  because  of 
me  this  night:  for  it  is  written,  I  will 
smite  the  shepherd,  and  the  sheep  shall 
be  scattered.  But  after  that  I  am  risen,  I 
will  go  before  you  into  Galilee.  But 
Peter  said  unto  him,  Although  all  shall  be 
offended,  yet  will  not  I.  And  Jesus  saith 
unto  him,  Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  that  this 
day,  even  in  this  night,  before  the  cock 
crow  twice,  thou  slialt  deny  me  thrice. 
But  he  spake  the  more  vehemently,  If  I 
should  die  with  thee,  I  will  not  deny  thee 
in  any  wise.  Likewise  also  said  they  all. 
And  they  came  to  a  place  which  was  named 
Gethsemane:  and  he  saith  to  his  disciples, 
Sit  ye  here,  while  I  shall  pray.  And  he 
taketh  with  him  Peter  and  James  and 
John,  and  began  to  be  sore  amazed,  and 
to  be  very  heavy ;  and  saith  unto  them, 
My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful  unto 
death :  tarry  ye  here,  and  watch.  And 
he  went  forward  a  little,  and  fell  on  the 
ground,  and  prayed  that,  if  it  were  pos¬ 
sible,  the  hour  might  pass  from  him. 
And  lie  said,  Abba,  F ather,  all  things  arc 
possible  unto  thee;  take  away  this  cup 
from  me :  nevertheless,  not  what  I  will, 
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but  what  thou  wilt.  And  he  cometh,  and 
hiiaeth  them  sleeping,  and  saith  unto 
i  eter,  feimon,  sleepest  thou?  couldestnot 
thou  watch  one  hour?

The 
spirit  truly  is  ready,  but  the  flesh  is  weak. 

nd  again  he  went  away,  and  prayed,  and 
spake  the  same  words.

Then  the  high  priest  rent  his  clothes,  and 
saith,  What  need  we  any  further  wit¬ 
ness  ?  ye  have  heard  the  blasphemy: 
what  think  ye  ?  And  they  all  condemned 
him  to  be  guilty  of  death.  And  some 
began  to  spit  on  him,  and  to  cover  his 
face,  and  to  buffet  him,  and  to  say  unto 
him,  Prophesy.  And  the  servants  did 
strike  him  with  the  palms  of.  their 
hands.  And  as  Peter  was  beneath  in  the 
palace,  there  cometh  one  of  the  maids  of 
the  high  priest ;  and  when  she  saw  Peter 
warming  himself,  she  looked  upon  him, 
and  said,  And  thou  also  wast  with  Jesus 
ot  Nazareth.

And  a  maid  saw  him 
agai  n  and  began  to  say  to  them  that  stood 
by,  this  is  one  of  them.  And  he  denied 
it  again.  And  a  little  after,  they  that 
stood  by  said  again  to  Peter,  Surely  thou 
art  one  of  them;  for  thou  art  a  Galilean, 
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and  thy  speech  agreeth  thereto.  But  he 
began  to  curse  and  to  swear,  saying,  I 
know  not  this  man  of  whom  ye  speak. 
And  the  second  time  the  cock  crew.  And 
Peter  called  to  mind  the  word  that  J esus 
said  unto  him,  Before  the  cock  crow  twice, 
thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice.

And 
Pilate  asked  him,  Art  thou  the  Kina-  of 
the  Jews?

THE  epistle.  Heb .  ix,  16. 


TT^HERE  a  testament  is,  there  must  also 
H  of  necessity  he  the  death  of  the  tes¬ 
tator.  For  a  testament  is  of  fcrce  after 
men  are  dead;  otherwise  it  is  of  no 
strength  at  all  whilst  the  testator  liveth. 


Whereupon  neither  the  first  testament 
was  dedicated  without  blood.  For  when 
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Moses  had  spoken  every  precept  to  all 
the  people  according  to  the  Law,  he  took 
the  blood  of  calves  and  of  goats,  with 
water,  and  scarlet  wool,  and  hyssop  and 
sprinkled  both  the  book  and  all  the  people 
saying,  This  is  the  blood  of  the  testament 
which  God  hath  enjoined  unto  you. 
Moreover,  he  sprinkled  likewise  with 
blood  both  the  tabernacle,  and  all  the 
vessels  of  the  ministry.  And  almost  all 
things  are  by  the  Law  purged  with  blood; 
and  without  shedding  of  blood  is  no  re¬ 
mission.  It  w  as  therefore  necessary  that 
the  2iatterns  of  things  in  the  heavens 
should  be  purified  with  these;  but  the 
heavenly  things  themselves  with  better 
sacrifices  than  these.  For  Christ  is  not 
entered  into  the  holy  places  made  with 
hands,  which  are  the  figures  of  the  true; 
but  into  heaven  itself,  now  to  appear  in 
“ie  pissence  of  God  for  us.  Nor  yet  that 
lie  should  offer  himself  often,  as  the  hi  Hi 
priest  entereth  into  the  Holy  Place  every 
year  with  blood  of  others;  (for  then  must 
le  often  have  suffered  since  the  foundation 
of  the  world ;)  but  now  once  in  the  end 
of  the  wmrld  hath  he  appeared  to  put 
away  sin  by  the  sacrifice  of  himself.  And 
as  it  is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  die 
hut  after  this  the  judgment:  so  Christ 
w’as  once  offered  to  bear  the  sins  of  manv  • 
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ancl  unto  them  that  look  for  him  shall  he 
appear  the  second  time  without  sin  unto 
salvation. 

the  gospel.  St  Luke ,  xxii,  1. 

"VTOW  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread 
1 1  drew  nigh,  which  is  called  the  Pass- 
over.  And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes 
sought  how7  they  might  kill  him ;  for  they 
feared  the  people.  Then  entered  Satan 
into  Judas  surnamed  Iscariot,  being  of  the 
number  of  the  twelve.  And  he  v'ent  his 
way,  and  communed  wTith  the  chief  priests 
and  captains,  how  he  might  betray  him 
unto  them.  And  they  w7ere  glad,  and 
covenanted  to  give  him  money.  And  he 
promised,  and  sought  opportunity  to  be¬ 
tray  him  unto  them  in  the  absence  of  the 
multitude.  Then  came  the  day  of  un¬ 
leavened  bread,  when  the  passover  must 
be  killed.  And  he  sent  Peter  and  John, 
saying,  Go  and  prepare  us  the  passover, 
that  we  may  eat.  And  they  said  unto 
him,  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  prepare? 
And  he  said  unto  them,  Behold,  vdien  ye 
are  entered  into  the  citv,  there  shall  a  man 
meet  you,  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water;  fol¬ 
low’  him  into  the  house  wThere  he  entereth 
in.  And  ye  shall  say  unto  the  good  man 
of  the  house,  The  Master  saith  unto  thee, 
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Where  is  the  guest-chamber,  where  I  shall 
eat  the  passover  with  my  disciples?  And 
he  shall  show  you  a  large  upper  room  fur¬ 
nished  .  there  make  ready.  And  they 
"  and  found  as  he  had  said  unto  them ; 
and  they  made  ready  the  passover.  And 
wnen  the  hour  was  come,  he  sat  down 
and  the  twelve  apostles  with  him.  And 
he  said  unto  them,  With  desire  I  have 
desired  to  eat  this  passover  with  vou  be¬ 
fore  I  suffer.  For  I  say  unto  you,  I  will 
not  any  more  eat  thereof,  until  it  be  ful- 
hlled  in  the  Kingdom  of  God.  And  he 
took  the  cup  and  gave  thanks,  and  said, 
lake  this,  and  divide  it  among  yourselves, 
j-  °^1  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  drink  of  the 
ruit  of  the  vine,  until  the  Kingdom  of 
God  shall  come.  And  he  took  bread  and 
gave  t  lanks,  and  brake  it,  and  srave  unto 
them,  saying,  This  is  my  body'  which  is 
given  for  you:  this  do  in  remembrance  of 

me’.  rp^vlse  aJso  tlle  011 P  after  supper, 
saying,  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in 

jl]s  ^cod,  which  is  shed  for  you.  But 
behold,  the  hand  of  him  that  betrayeth 
me  is  with  me  on  the  table.  And  truly 
ue  Son  of  Man  goeth  as  it  was  deter¬ 
mined;  but  wo  unto  that  man  by  whom 
he. is  betrayed!  And  they  began  to  in¬ 
quire  among  themselves,  which  of  them  it 

"  as  should  do  this  thing.  And  there 
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was  also  a  strife  among  them,  which  of 
them  should  be  accounted  the  greatest. 
And  he  said  unto  them,  The  kings  of  the 
Gentiles  exercise  lordship  over  them;  and 
they  that  exercise  authority  upon  them 
are  called  benefactors.  But  ye  shall  not 
he  so :  but  he  that  is  greatest  among  you, 
let  him  he  as  the  younger;  and  he  that  is 
chief,  as  he  that  doth  serve.  For  whether 
is  greater,  he  that  sitteth  at  meat,  or  he 
that  serveth?  Is  not  he  that  sitteth  at 
meat?  But  I  am  among  you  as  he  that 
serveth.  Ye  are  they  which  have  continued 
with  me  in  my  temptations.  And  I  ap¬ 
point  unto  you  a  kingdom,  as  my  Father 
hath  appointed  unto  me;  that  ye  may  eat 
and  drink  at  my  table  in  my  kingdom, 
and  sit  on  thrones,  judging  the  twelve 
tribes  of  Israel.  And  the  Lord  said, 
Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath  desired 
to  have  you  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat : 
hut  I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith 
fail  not;  and  when  thou  art  converted, 
strengthen  thy  brethren.  And  he  said 
unto  him,  Lord,  I  am  ready  to  go  with 
thee,  both  into  prison,  and  to  death.  And 
he  said,  I  tell  thee,  Peter,  the  cock  shall 
not  crow  this  day,  before  that  thou  shalt 
thrice  deny  that  thou  knowest  me.  And 
he  said  unto  them,  When  I  sent  you  with¬ 
out  purse,  and  scrip,  and  shoes,  lacked  ye 
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anything?  And  they  said,  Nothing.  Then 
said  he  unto  them,  But  now,  he  that  hath 
a  purse,  let  him  take  it,  and  likewise  his 
sci  ip .  and  he  that  hath  no  sword,  let  him 
sell  his  garment,  and  buy  one.  For  I  say 
unto  you,  that  this  that  is  written  must 
yet  be  accomplished  in  me,  And  he  was 
reckoned  among  the  transgressors:  for 
the  things  concerning  me  have  an  end. 
And  they  said,  Lord,  behold,  here  are  two 
swords.  And  he  said  unto  them,  It  is 
enough.  And  he  came  out,  and  went,  as 
he  was  wont,  to  the  Mount  of  Olives;  and 
his  disciples  also  followed  him.  And 
when  he  was  at  the  place,  he  said  unto 
them,  Pray  that  ye  enter  not  into  tempta¬ 
tion.  And  he  was  withdrawn  from  them 
about  a  stone’s  cast,  and  kneeled  down, 
and_  prayed,  saying,  Father,  if  thou  be 
willing,  remove  this  cup  from  me :  never¬ 
theless,  not  my  will,  but  thine,  be  done. 
And  there  appeared  an  angel  unto  him 
from  heaven,  strengthening  him.  And 
being  in  an  agony,  he  prayed  more  earnest¬ 
ly,  and  his  sweat  was  as  it  were  great 
drops  of  blood  falling  down  to  the  ground. 
And  when  he  rose  up  from  prayer,  and 
was  come  to  his  disciples,  he  found  them 
sleeping  for  sorrow,  and  said  unto  them 
Why  sleep  ye?  rise  and  pray,  lest  ye 
enter  into  temptation.  And  while  he  vet 
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spake,  beliold  a  multitude,  and  he  that 
was  called  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  went 
before  them,  and  drew  near  unto  Jesus  to 
kiss  him.  But  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Judas, 
betrayest  thou  the  Son  ot  Man  with,  a 
kiss?  When  they  which  were  about  him 
saw  what  would  follow,  they  said  unto 
him,  Lord,  shall  we  smite  with  the  sword? 
and  one  of  them  smote  the  servant  of  the 
high  priest,  and  cut  ofl  his  right  ear. 
And  Jesus  answered  and  said,  Sutler  ye 
thus  far.  And  he  touched  his  ear,  and 
healed  him.  Then  Jesus  said  unto  the 
chief  priests,  and  captains  of  the  temple, 
and  the  elders  which  were  come  to  him, 
Be  ye  come  out  as  against  a  thief,  with 
swords  and  staves  ?  When  I  was  daily 
with  you  in  the  temple,  ye  stretched  forth 
no  hands  against  me:  but  this  is  your 
hour,  and  the  power  of  darkness.  Then 
took  they  him,  and  led  him,  and  brought 
him  into  the  high  priest’s  house.  And 
Peter  followed  afar  off.  And  when  they 
had  kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst  ot  the 
hall,  and  were  set  down  together,  Peter 
sat  down  among  them.  But  a  certain 
maid  beheld  him  as  he  sat  by  the  fire,  and 
earnestly  looked  upon  him,  and  said, 
This  man  was  also  with  him.  And  he 
denied  him,  saying,  Woman,  I  know  him 
not.  And  after  a  little  while  another  saw 
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him,  and  said,  Thou  art  also  of  them. 
And  Peter  said,  Man,  I  am  not.  And 
about  the  space  of  one  hour  after,  another 
confidently  affirmed,  saying,  Of  a  truth, 
this  fellow  also  was  with  him ;  for  he  is  a 
Galilean.  And  Peter  said,  Man,  I  know 
not  what  thou  sayest.  And  immediately, 
while  he  yet  spake,  the  cock  crew.  And 
the  Lord  turned,  and  looked  upon  Peter. 
And  Peter  remembered  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  how  he  had  said  unto  him,  Before 
the  cock  crow,  thou  shaft  deny  me  thrice. 
And  Peter  went  out,  and  wept  bitterly. 
And  the  men  that  held  Jesus  mocked 
him,  and  smote  him.  And  when  they 
had  blindfolded  him,  they  struck  him  on 
the  face,  and  asked  him,  saying,  Pro¬ 
phesy,  who  is  it  that  smote  thee  ?  And 
many  other  things  blasphemously  spake 
they  against  him.  And  as  soon  as  it  was 
day,  the.  elders  of  the  people,  and  the 
chief  priests,  and  the  scribes  came  to¬ 
gether,  and  led  him  into  their  council, 
saying,  Art  thou  the  Christ?  tell  us. 
And  he  said  unto  them,  If  I  tell  you,  ye 
will  not  believe :  and  if  I  also  ask  you, 
ye  will  not  answer  me,  nor  let  me  go. 
Hereafter  shall  the  Son  of  Man  sit  on  the 
right  hand  of  the  power  of  God.  Then 
said  they  all,  Art  thou  then  the  Son  of  God  ? 
And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  say,  that  I 
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am.  And  they  said,  What  need  we  any 
further  witness  ?  for  we  ourselves  have 
heard  of  his  own  mouth.

THE  EPISTLE.  1  Coi\  xi,  17. 

IN  this  that  I  declare  unto  you,  I  praise 
you  not,  that  ye  come  together  not  for 
the  better,  hut  for  the  worse.  For  first 
of  all,  when  ye  come  together  in  the 
church,  I  hear  that  there  be  divisions 
among  you;  and  I  partly  believe  it.  For 
there  must  he  also  heresies  among  you, 
that  they  which  are  approved  may  be 
made  manifest  among  you.  When  ye 
come  together  therefore  into  one  place, 
this  is  not  to  eat  the  Lord’s  Supper.  1  or 
in  eating  every  one  taketh  before  other 
his  own  supper;  and  one  is  hungry,  and 
another  is  drunken.  What!  have  ye  not 
houses  to  eat  and  to  drink  in?  or  despise 
ye  the  church  of  God,  and  shame  them 
that  have  not  ?  What  shall  I  say  to  you  ? 
shall  I  praise  you  in  this  ?  I  praise  you 
not.  For  I  have  received  of  the  Lord 
that  which  also  I  delivered  unto  you, 
That  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night  in 
which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread :  and 
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when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it, 
and  said,  Take,  eat;  this  is  my  body, 
which  is  broken  for  you:  this  do  in  re¬ 
membrance  of  me.  After  the  same  man¬ 
ner  also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had 
supped,  saying,  This  cup  is  the  new  testa¬ 
ment  in  my  blood  :  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as 
ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of  me.  For 
as.  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink 
this  cup,  ye  do  show  the  Lord’s  death  till 
he  come.  Wherefore,  whosoever  shall 
eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup  of  the 
Lord,  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of  the 
body  and  blood  of  the  Lord.  But  let  a 
man  examine  himself,  and  so  let  him  eat 
of  that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup.  For 
he  that  eateth  and  drinketh  unworthily 
eateth  and  drinketh  damnation  to  himself, 
not  discerning  the  Lord’s  body.  For  this 
cause  many  are  weak  and  sickly  among 
.tou,  and  many  sleep.  For  if  we  would 
judge  ourselves,  we  should  not  be  judged. 
But  when  we  are  judged,  we  are  chastened 
ot  the  Lord,  that  we  should  not  be  con¬ 
demned  with  the  world.  Wherefore,  my 
brethren,  when  ye  come  together  to  ea<- 
tarry  one  for  another.  And  if  any  man 
unger,  let  him  eat  at  home ;  that  ye  come 
not  together  unto  condemnation.  And 
the  rest  will  I  set  in  order  when  I  come. 
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the  gospel.  St.  Luke  xxiii,  1. 

THE  whole  multitude  of  them  arose, 
and  led  him  unto  Pilate.  -And  tlim 
began  to  accuse  him,  saying,  We  found 
this  fellow  perverting  the  nation,  and  for- 
biddin°’  to  give  tribute  to  Ciesai,  saving 
that  he  himself  is  Christ  aking.  AndPilate 
asked  him,  saying,  Art  thou  the  King  of 
the  Jews?  And  he  answered  him,  and 
said,  Thou  sayest  it.  Then  said  Pilate 
to  the  chief  priests  and  to  the  people,  1 
find  no  fault  in  this  man.  And  they  were 
the  more  fierce,  saying,  He  stirreth  up 
the  people,  teaching  throughout  all  Jcimj  , 
beginning  from  Galilee  to  this  place. 
When  Pilate  heard  of  Galilee,  he  asked 
whether  the  man  were  a  Galilean.  And 
as  soon  as  he  knew  that  he  belongec 
unto  Herod’s  jurisdiction,  he  sent  him  to 
Herod,  who  himself  also  was  at  Jerusalem 
at  that  time.  And  when  Herod  sav 
Jesus,  he  was  exceeding  glad:  for  he  was 
i  desirous  to  see  him  of  a  long  season, 
because  he  had  heard  many  things  ot 
him;  and  he  hoped  to  have  seen  some 
miracle  done  by  him.  Then  he  questioned 
with  him  in  manv  words ;  but  he  answered 
him  nothing.  And  the  chief  priests  and 
scribes  stood  and  vehemently  accused  him. 
And  Herod  with  his  men  ot  war  set  him 
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at  nought,  and  mocked  him,  and  arrayed 
him  in  a  gorgeous  robe,  and  sent  him 
again  to  Pilate.  And  the  same  day  Pilate 
and  Herod  were  made  friends,  together; 
for  before  they  were  at  enmity  betv  Teen 
themselves.  And  Pilate,  when  he  had 
called  together  the  chief  priests,  and  the 
rulers,  and  the  people,  said  unto  them, 
Ye  have  brought  this  man  unto  me,  as 
one  that  perverteth  the  people :  and  be¬ 
hold,  I,  having  examined  him  before  you, 
have  found  no  fault  in  this  man,  touching 
those  tilings  whereof  ye  accuse  him.  Ho, 
nor  yet  Herod:  for  I  sent  you  to  him; 
and  lo,  nothing  worthy  of  death  is  done 
unto  him.  I  will  therefore  chastise  him, 
and  release  him.  (For  of  necessity  he 
must  release  one  unto  them  at  the  feast.) 
And  they  cried  out  all  at  once,  saying, 
Away  with  this  man,  and  release  unto  us 
Barabbas :  (who  for  a  certain  sedition 
made  in  the  city,  and  for  murder,  was 
cast  into  prison.)  Pilate  therefore,  will¬ 
ing  to  release  Jesus,  spake  again  to  them. 
But  _  they  cried,  saying,  Crucify  him ! 
crucify  him!  And  he  said  unto  them 
the  third  time,  Why,  what  evil  hath  he 
done  ?  I  have  found  no  cause  of  death 
m  him:  I  will  therefore  chastise  him, 
and  let  him  go.  And  they  were  instant 
with  loud  voices,  requiring  that  he  mi  Hit 
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be  crucified:  and  the  voices  of  them,  and 
of  the  chief  priests  prevailed.  And 
Pilate  gave  sentence  that  it  should  be  as 
they  required.  And  he  released  unto 
them  him  that  for  sedition  and  murder 


was  cast  into  prison,  whom  they  had  de¬ 
sired;  but  he  delivered  Jesus  to  their  will. 
And  as  they  led  him  away,  they  laid  hold 
upon  one  Simon  a  Cyrenian,  coming  out 
of  the  country,  and  on  him  they  laid  the 
cross,  that  he  might  bear  it  after  J esus. 
And  there  followed  him  a  great  company 
of  people,  and  of  women,  which  also 
bewailed  and  lamented  him.  But  Jesus 
turning  unto  them,  said,  Daughters  ot 
Jerusalem,  weep  not  for  me,  but  weep 
for  yourselves,  and  for  your  children. 
For  behold,  the  days  are  coming,  in  the 
which  they  shall  say,  Blessed  are  the 
barren,  and  the  wombs  that  never  bare, 
and  the  paps  which  never  gave  suck. 
Then  shall  they  begin  to  say  to  the  moun¬ 
tains,  Fall  on  us!  and  to  the  hills,  Cover 
us !  For  if  they  do  these  things  in  a 
green  tree,  what  shall  be  done  in  the  dry  ? 
And  there  were  also  two  others,  male¬ 
factors,  led  with  him  to  be  put  to  death. 
And  when  they  were  come  to  the  place- 
which  is  called  Calvary,  there  they  cruci¬ 
fied  him,  and  the  malefactors;  one  on 
the  risrht  hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left. 
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Then  said  .Jesus,  Father,  forgive  them; 
for  they  know  not  what  they  do.  And 
they  parted  his  raiment,  and  cast  lots. 
And  the  people  stood  beholding.  And 
the  rulers  also  with  them  derided  him, 
saying,  He  saved  others;  let  him  save 
himself,  if  he  be  Christ,  the  chosen  of 
God.  And  the  soldiers  also  mocked  him, 
coming  to  him,  and  offering  him  vinegar, 
and  saying,  If  thou  be  the  King  of  the 
J ews,  save  thyself.  And  a  superscription 
also  was  written  over  him,  in  letters  of 
Greek,  and  Latin,  and  Hebrew,  THIS  IS 
THE  KIXG  OF  THE  JEWS.  And  one 
of  the  malefactors  which  were  hanged 
railed  on  him,  saying,  If  thou  be  Chnst, 
save  thyself  and  us.  But  the  other  an¬ 
swering,  rebuked  him,  saying,  Dost  not 
thou  fear  God,  seeing  thou  art  in  the  same 
condemnation?  And  we  indeed  justly; 
for  we  receive  the  due  reward  of  our 
deeds :  but  this  man  hath  done  nothing 
amiss.  And  he  said  unto  Jesus,  Lord, 
remember  me  when  thou  comest  into  thy 
kingdom.  And  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  To-day  shalt  thou 
be  with  me  in  Paradise.  And  it  was 
about  the  sixth  hour,  and  there  was  a 
darkness  over  all  the  earth  until  the 
ninth  hour.  And  the  sun  was  darkened, 
and  the  vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in 
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the  midst.  And  when  Jesns  had  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  he  said,  Father,  into  thy 
hands  I  commend  my  spirit:  and  having 
said  thus,  he  gave  up  the  ghost.  Now 
when  the  centurion  saw  what  was  done, 
he  glorified  God,  saying,  Certainly  this 
was  a  righteous  man.  And  all  the  people 
that  came  together  to  that  sight,  behold¬ 
ing  the  things  which  were  done,  smote 
their  breasts  and  returned.  And  all  his 
acquaintance,  and  the  women  that  followed 
him  from  Galilee,  stood  afar  off,  behold¬ 
ing  these  things.

THE  EPISTLE.  Heb.  X,  1. 

IFHE  Law.  having  a  shadow  of  good 
things  to  come,  and  not  the  very  imao-e 
ot  the  things,  can  never,  with  those  sacri¬ 
fices  which  they  offered  year  by  year  con¬ 
tinually,  make  the  comers  thereunto  oer 
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feet.  For  then  would  they  not  have 
ceased  to  be  ottered?  because  that  the 
worshippers  once  purged  should  have  had 
no  more  conscience  ot  sins.  But  in  those 
sacrifices  there  is  a  remembrance  again 
made  of  sins  every  year.  For  it  is  not 
possible  that  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of 
goats  should  take  away  sins.  Wherefore, 
when  He  cometh  into  the  world,  he  saith, 
Sacrifice  and  offering  thou  wouldest  not, 
hut  a  body  hast  thou  prepared  me:  in 
burnt-offerings  and  sacrifices  for  sin  thou 
hast  had  no  pleasure.  Then  said  I,  Lo,  J. 
come  (in  the  volume  of  the  hook  it  is 
written  of  me)  to  do  thy  will,  0  God. 
Above,  when  he  said,  Sacrifice  and  offer¬ 
ing  and  burnt  offerings  and  offering  for 
sin  thou  wouldest  not,  neither  hadst  plea¬ 
sure  therein;  which  are  offered  by  the 
Law;  then  said  he,  Lo,  I  come  to  do  thy 
will,  O  God.  He  taketh  away  the  first, 
that  he  may  establish  the  second.  By  the 
which  will  *ve  are  sanctified,  through  the 
offering  of  the  body  of  J esus  Christ  once 
for  all.  And  every  priest  standeth  daily 
ministering  and  offering  oftentimes  the 
same  sacrifices,  which  can  never  take 
away  sins:  but  this  (Man,  after  he  had 
offered  one  sacrifice  for  sins  for  ever,  sat 
down  on  the  right  hand  of  God;  from 
henceforth  expecting  till  his  enemies  be 
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made  his  footstool.  For  by  one  offering 
he  hath  perfected  for  ever  them  that  are 
sanctified.  Whereof  the  Holy  Ghost  also 
is  a  witness  to  us :  for  after  that  he  had 
said  before,  This  is  the  covenant  that  I 
will  make  with  them  after  those  days, 
saith  the  Lord,  I,  will  put  my  laws  into 
their  hearts,  and  in  their  minds  will  1 
write  them;  and  their  sins  and  iniquities 
will  I  remember  no  more.  How  where 
remission  of  these  is,  there  is  no  more 
offering  for  sin.  Having  therefore,  breth¬ 
ren,  boldness  to  enter  into  the  holiest  by 
the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  a  new  and  living 
way,  which  he  hath  consecrated  for  us, 
through  the  vail,  that  is  to  say,  his  flesh; 
and  having  an  High  Priest  over  the  house 
of  God;  let  us  draw  near  with  a  true 
heart,  in  full  assurance  of  faith,  having 
our  hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil  con¬ 
science,  and  our  bodies  washed  with  pure 
water. .  Let  us  hold  fast  the  profession  of 
our  faith  without  wavering;  (for  He  is 
faithful  that  promised;)  and  let  us  con¬ 
sider  one  another  to  provoke  unto  love 
and  to  good  works:  not  forsaking  the 
assembling  of  ourselves  together,  as  the 
manner  of  some  is;  but  exhorting  one 
another :  and  so  much  the  more,  as  ye  see 
the  day  approaching. 
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THE  GOSPEL.  St  John  xix,  1. 

PILATE  therefore  took  Jesus,  and 
scourged  him.  And  the  soldiers  plat¬ 
ted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  on  his 
head,  and  they  put  on  him  a  purple  robe, 
and  said,  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews!  and 
they  smote  him  with  their  hands.  Pilate 
therefore  went  forth  again,  and  saith  unto 
them,  Behold,  I  bring  him  forth  to  you, 
that  ye  may  know  that  I  find  no  fault  in 
him.  Then  came  Jesus  forth,  wearing 
the  crown  of  thorns,  and  the  purple  robe. 
And  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Behold  the 
man!  When  the  chief  priests  therefore 
and  officers  saw  him,  they  cried  out,  say¬ 
ing,  Crucify  him !  crucify  him !  Pilate 
saith  unto  them,  Take  ye  him,  and  crucify 
him;  for  I  find  no  fault  in  him.  The  Jews 
answered  him,  We  have  a  law,  and  by  our 
law  he  ought  to  die,  because  he  made 
himself  the  Son  of  God.  When  Pilate 
therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  was  the 
more  afraid;  and  went  again  into  the 
judgment-hall,  and  saith  unto  Jesus, 
Whence  art  thou?  But  Jesus  gave  him 
no  answer.  Then  saith  Pilate  unto  him, 
Speakest  thou  not  unto  me?  knowest  thou 
not  that  I  have  power  to  crucify  thee,  and 
have  power  to  release  thee?  Jesus  an¬ 
swered,  Thou  couldest  have  no  power  at 
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all  against  me,  except  it  were  given  thee 
from  above:  therefore  he  that  delivered 

from  tf  o  ther  £reater  sin-  And 

from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to  release

Thls  title  then  read  many  of  the 
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Jews:  for  tlie  place  where  Jesus  was  cru¬ 
cified  was  nigh  to  the  city;  and  it  was 
written  in  Hebrew,  and  Greek,  and  Latin. 
Then  said  the  chief  priests  of  the  Jews  to 
Pilate,  Write  not,  The  King  of  the  Jews ; 
hut  that  he  said,  I  am  King  of  the  J ews. 
Pilate  answered,  Wliat  I  have  written,  I 
have  written.  Then  the  soldiers,  when 
they  had  crucified  Jesus,  took  his  gar¬ 
ments,  and  made  four  parts,  to  every  sol¬ 
dier  a  part;  and  also  his  coat:  now  the 
coat  was  without  seam,  woven  from  the 
top  throughout.  They  said  therefore 
among  themselves,  Let  us  not  rend  it,  hut 
cast  lots  for  it  whose  it  shall  he : .  that  the 
Scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  which  saith, 
They  parted  iny  raiment  among  them,  and 
for  my  vesture  they  did  cast  lots.  These 
things  therefore  the  soldiers  did.  Kow 
there  stood  by  the  cross,  of  Jesus,  his 
mother,  and  his  mother’s  sister,  Mary  the 
wife  of  Cleophas,  and  Mary  Magdalene. 
When  Jesus  therefore  saw  his  mother, 
and  the  disciple  standing  by,  whom  he 
loved,  he  saith  unto  his  mother,  Woman, 
behold  thy  son !  Then  saith  he  to  the 
disciple,  Behold  thy  mother !  And  from 
that  hour  that  disciple  took  her  unto  his 
own  home.  After  this,  Jesus  know  ing 
that  all  things  were  now  accomplished, 
that  the  Scripture  might  he  fulfilled,  saith, 
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I  thirst.  Now  there  was  set  a  vessel  full 
of  vinegar :  and  they  filled  a  sponge  with 
vinegar,  and  put  it  upon  hyssop,  and  put 
it  to  his  mouth.  When  Jesus  therefore 
had  received  the  vinegar,  he  said,  It  is 
finished:  and  he  bowed  his  head,  and 
gave  up  the  ghost.  The  Jews  therefore, 
because  it  was  the  preparation,  that  the 
bodies  should  not  remain  upon  the  cross 
on  the  sabbath-day,  (for  that  sabbath-day 
was  an  high  day,)  besought  Pilate  that 
their  legs  might  be  broken,  and  that  they 
might  be  taken  away.  Then  came  the 
soldiers,  and  brake  the  legs  of  the  first, 
and  of  the  other  which  was  crucified  with 
him.  But  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  and 
saw  that  he  was  dead  already,  they  brake 
not  his  legs :  but  one  of  the  soldiers  with 
a  spear  pierced  his  side,  and  forthwith 
came  thereout  blood  and  water.  And  he 
that  saw  it  bare  record,  and  his  record  is 
true;  and  he  knoweth  that  he  saith  true, 
that  ye  might  believe.  For  these  things 
were  done,  that  the  Scripture  should  be 
fulfilled,  A  bone  of  him  shall  not  be 
broken.  And  again  another  Scripture 
saith,  They  shall  look  on  him  whom  they 
pierced.

TT  is  better,  if  the  will  of  God  be  so, 
1  that  ye  suffer  for  well-doing,  than  for 
evil-doing;.  For  Christ  also  hath  once  suf- 
fered  for  sins,  the  just  for  the  unjust,  that 
he  might  bring  us  to  God,  being  put  to 
death  in  the  flesh,  but  quickened  by  the 
Spirit :  by  which  also  he  went  and 
preached  unto  the  spirits  in  prison ;

once  the  long-suffering  of  God  waited  in 
the  days  of  Xoah,  while  the  ark  was  a 
preparing;  wherein  few,  that  is,  eight 
souls  were  saved  by  water.

angels,  and  authorities,  and  powers  being 
made  subject  unto  him.

WHEN  the  even  was  come,  there  came 
a  rich  man  of  Arimathea,  named  Jo¬ 
seph,  who  also  himself  was  Jesus’  dis¬ 
ciple  :  he  went  to  Pilate,  and  begged  the 
body  of  Jesus.  Then  Pilate  commanded 
the  body  to  be  delivered.  And  when  J o-  • 
seph  had  taken  the  body,  he  wrapped  it 
in  a  clean  linen  cloth,  and  laid  it  in  his 
own  new  tomb,  which  he  had  hewn  out  in 
the  rock ;  and  he  rolled  a  great  stone  to 
the  door  of  the  sepulchre,  and  departed. 
And  there  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  the 
other  Mary,  sitting  over  against  the  sepul¬ 
chre.  Now  the  next  day,  that  followed 
the  day  of  the  preparation,  the  chief 
priests  and  Pharisees  came  together  unto 
Pilate,  saying,  Sir,  we  remember  that 
that  deceiver  said,  while  he  was  yet  alive, 
After  three  days  I  will  rise  again.  Com¬ 
mand  therefore  that  the  sepulchre  be 
made  sure  until  the  third  day,  lest  his  dis-

ciples  come  by  night,  and  steal  him  away, 
and  say  unto  the  people,  He  is  risen  from 
the  dead :  so  the  last  error  shall  be  worse 
than  the  first.  Pilate  said  unto  them,  Ye 
have  a  watch :  go  your  way,  make  it  as 
sure  as  ye  can.  So  they  went  and  made 
the  sepulchre  sure,  sealing  the  stone,  and 
setting  a  watch.

MONDAY  IN  EASTER-WEEK. 


FOR  THE  EPISTLE.  Ads  X,  34. 
ETER  opened  his  mouth,  and  said, 


1  Of  a  truth  I  perceive  that  God  is  no 
respecter  of  persons;  but  in  every  nation 
he  that  feareth  him,  and  worketh  right¬ 
eousness,  is  accepted  with  him.  The 
Word  which  God  sent  unto  the  children 
of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by  Jesus  Christ, 
(he  is  Lord  of  all,)  that  Word,  I  say,  ye 
know,  which  was  published  throughout 
all  Judea,  and  began  from  Galilee,  after 
the  baptism  which  John  preached;  how 
God  anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  with  power :  who  went 
about  doing  good,  and  healing  all  that 
were  oppressed  of  the  devil;  for  God 
was  with  him.  And  we  are  witnesses  of 
all  things  which  he  did  both  in  the  land 
of  the  Jews,  and  in  Jerusalem;  whom 
they  slew  and  hanged  on  a  tree.  Him 
God  raised  up  the  third  day,  and  showed 
him  openly;  not  to  all  the  people,  but 
unto  witnesses  chosen  before  of  God, 
even  to  us,  who  did  eat  and  drink  with 
him  after  he  rose  from  the  dead.  And 
he  commanded  us  to  preach  unto  the 
people,  and  to  testify  that  it  is  he  which 
was  ordained  of  God  to  be  the  Judge  of 
quick  and  dead.  To  him  give  all  the 
Prophets  witness,  that  through  his  Name 
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whosoever  believeth  in  him  shall  receive 
remission  of  sins. 

the  gospel.  St  Luke  xxiv,  13. 

BEHOLD,  two  of  his  disciples  went 
that  same  day  to  a  village  called 
Emmaus,  which  was  from  Jerusalem 
about  threescore  furlongs.  And  they 
talked  together  of  all  these  things  which 
had  happened.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that, 
while  they  communed  together  and  rea¬ 
soned,  Jesus  himself  drew  near,  and 

went  with  them.  But  their  eves  were 

«/ 

holden  that  they  should  not  know  him. 
And  he  said  unto  them,  What  manner  of 
communications  are  these  that  ye  have 
one  to  another,  as  ye  walk,  and  are  sad? 
And  the  one  of  them,  whose  name  was 
Cleopas,  answering  said  unto  him,  Art 
thou  only  a  stranger  in  Jerusalem,  and  hast 
not  known  the  things  which  are  come  to 
pass  there  in  these  days?  And  he  said 
unto  them,  What  things?  And  they  said 
unto  him,  Concerning  Jesus  of  hTazareth, 
which  was  a  prophet  mighty  in  deed  and 
word  before  God,  and  all  the  people;  and 
how  the  chief  priests  and  our  rulers 
delivered  him  to  be  condemned  to  death, 
and  have  crucified  him.  But  we  trusted 
that  it  had  been  he  which  should  have 
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redeemed  Israel :  and  besides  all  this,  to¬ 
day  is  the  third  day  since  these  things 
were  done.  Yea,  and  certain  women  also 
of  our  company  made  us  astonished,  which 
were  early  at  the  sepulchre ;  and  when  they 
found  not  his  body,  they  came,  saying, 
that  they  had  also  seen  a  vision  of  angels, 
which  said  that  he  was  alive.  And  cer¬ 
tain  of  them  which  were  with  us  went  to 
the  sepulchre,  and  found  it  even  so  as  the 
women  had  said ;  but  him  they  saw  not. 
Then  he  said  unto  them,  0  fools,  and 
slow  of  heart  to  believe  all  that  the  Pro¬ 
phets  have  spoken  !  Ought  not  Christ  to 
have  suffered  these  things,  and  to  enter 
into  his  glory  ?  And  beginning  at  Moses, 
and  all  the  Prophets,  he  expounded  unto 
them  in  all  the  Scriptures  the  things  con¬ 
cerning  himself.  And  they  drew  nigh 
unto  the  village  whither  they  went ;  and 
he  made  as  though  he  would  have  gone 
further.  But  they  constrained  him,  say¬ 
ing,  Abide  with  ns ;  for  it  is  toward  even¬ 
ing,  and  the  day  is  far  spent.  And  he 
went  in  to  tarry  with  them.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  as  he  sat  at  meat  with  them,  he 
took  bread,  and  blessed  it,  and  brake,  and 
gave  to  them.  And  their  eyes  were  opened, 
and  they  knew  him  ;  and  he  vanished  out 
of  their  sight.  And  they  said  one  to 
another,  Did  not  our  heart  burn  within 
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us,  while  he  talked  with  us  by  the  way, 
and  while  he  opened  to  us  the  Scriptures? 
And  they  rose  up  the  same  hour,  and  re¬ 
turned  to  J erusalem,  and  found  the  eleven 
gathered  together,  and  them  that  were 
with  them,  saying,  The  Lord  is  risen 
indeed,  and  hath  appeared  to  Simon.

MEN  and  brethren,  children  of  the  stock 
of  Abraham,  and  whosoever  anions; 
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you  fearetli  God,  to  you  is  the  word  of 
this  salvation  sent.  For  they  that  dwell  at 
Jerusalem,  and  their  rulers,  because  they 
knew  him  not,  nor  yet  the  voices  of  the 
Prophets  which  are  read  every  sabbath- 
day,  they  have  fulfilled  them  in  condemn¬ 
ing  him.  And  though  they  found  no 
cause  of  death  in  him,  yet  desired  they 
Pilate  that  he  should  be  slain.  And 
when  they  had  fulfilled  all  that  was  writ¬ 
ten  of  him,  they  took  him  down  from 
the  tree,  and  laid  him  in  a  sepulchre. 
But  God  raised  him  from  the  dead :  and 
he  was  seen  many  days  of  them'  which 
came  up  with  him  from  Galilee  to  J eru- 
salem,  who  are  his  witnesses  unto  the 
people.  And  we  declare  unto  you  glad 
tidings,  how  that  the  promise  which  was 
made  unto  the  fathers,  God  hath  fulfilled 
the  same  unto  us  their  children,  in  that 
he  hath  raised  up  Jesus  again;  as  it  is. 
also  written  in  the  second  Psalm,  Thou 
art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten 
thee.  And  as  concerning  that  he  raised 
him  up  from  the  dead,  now  no  more  to  re¬ 
turn  to  corruption,  he  said  on  this  wise,  I 
will  give  you  the  sure  mercies  of  David. 
'Wherefore  he  saitli  also  in  another  Psalm, 
Thou  shalt  not  suffer  thine  Holy  One  to 
see  corruption.  For  David,  after  he  had 
served  his  own  generation  by  the  will  of 
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God,  fell  on  sleep,  and  was  laid  unto  his 
fathers,  and  saw  corruption :  but  he, 
whom  God  raised  again,  saw  no  corrup¬ 
tion.  Be  it  known  unto  you  therefore, 
men  and  brethren,  that  through  this  man 
is  preached  unto  you  the  forgiveness  of 
sins:  and  by  him  all  that  believe  are  jus¬ 
tified  from  all  things,  from  which  ye  could 
not  be  justified  by  the  Law  of  Moses. 
Beware,  therefore,  lest  that  come  upon 
you,  which  is  spoken  of  in  the  Prophets ;

Who  is  he  that  overcometh 
the  world,  but  he  that  believeth  that  Jesus 
is  the  Son  of  God?  This  is  he  that  came 
by  water  and  blood,  even  Jesus  Christ; 
not  by  water  only,  but  by  water  and  blood. 
And  it  is  the  Spirit  that  beareth  witness, 
because  the  Spirit  is  truth.  For  there  are 
three  that  bear  record  in  heaven,  the 
Father,  the  Word,  and  the  Holy  Ghost: 
and  these  three  are  one.  And  there  are 
three  that  bear  witness  in  earth,  the  spirit, 
and  the  water,  and  the  blood :  and  these 
three  agree  in  one.  If  we  receive  the 
witness  of  men,  the  witness  of  God  is 
greater:  for  this  is  the  witness  of  God 
which  he  hath  testified  of  his  Son.  He 
that  believeth  on  the  Son  of  God  hath  the 
witness  in  himself:  he  that  believeth  not 
God  hath  made  him  a  liar,  because  he 
believeth  not  the  record  that  God  gave  of 
his  Son.  And  this  is  the  record,  that  God 
hath  given  to  us  eternal  life ;  and  this  life 
is  in  his  Son.  He  that  hath  the  Son  hath 
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life;  and  he  that  hath  not  the  Son  of  God 
hath  not  life.

And  they  were  all  amazed,  and 
marvelled,  saying  one  to  another,  Be¬ 
hold,  are  not  all  these  which  speak,  Gali¬ 
leans  ?  And  how  hear  we  everv  man  in 
our  own  tongue,  wherein  we  were  born  ? 
Parthians,  and  Medes,  and  Elamites,  and 
the  dwellers  in  Mesopotamia,  and  in 
Judea,  and  Cappadocia,  in  Pontus,  and 
Asia,  Phrygia,  and  Pamphylia,  in  Egypt, 
and  in  the  parts  of  Lybia  about  Cyrene, 
and  strangers  of  Pome,  Jews  and  Prose¬ 
lytes,  Cretes  and  Arabians,  we  do  hear

He  that  hath 
my  commandments,  and  keepeth  them, 
he  it  is  that  loveth  me;  and  he  that  loveth 
me  shall  be  loved  of  my  Father,  and  I 
will  love  him,  and  will  manifest  myself 
to  him  Judas  saith  unto  him,  (not

unto  him,  If  a  man  love  me,  he  will  keen-

rrHEH  Peter  opened  his  mouth,  and 
J-  said,  Of  a  truth  I  perceive  that  God  is 
no  respecter  of  persons;  but  in  every 
nation  he  that,  feareth  him,  and  worketh 
righteousness,  is  accepted  with  him  The 
Word  which  God  sent  unto  the  children 
of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by  Jesus  Christ, 
he  is  Lord  of  all,)  that  Word,  I  say  ye 
now,  which  was  published  throughout 
all  Judea,  and  began  from  Galilee,  after 
the  baptism  which  John  preached;  how 
God  anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the 
3  Ghost  and  with  power;  who  went 
about  doing  good,  and  healing  all  that 
were  oppressed  of  the  devil;  for  God 
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was  with  him.  *  And  we  are  witnesses  of 
all  things  which  he  did  both  in  the  land 
of  the  Jews,  and  in  Jerusalem;  whom  they 
slew  and  hanged  on  a  tree.  Him  God 
raised  up  the  third  day,  and  showed  him 
openly;  not  to  all  the  people,  but  unto 
witnesses  chosen  before  of  God,  even  to 
us,  who  did  eat  and  drink  with  him  after 
he  arose  from  the  dead.

THERE  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees, 
named  Nicodemus,  a  ruler  of  the 
Jews:  the  same  came  to  Jesus  by  night, 
and  said  unto  him,  Rabbi,  we  know  that  ■ 
thou  art  a  teacher  come  from  Glod :  for  no 
man  can  do  these  miracles  that  thou 
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doest,  except  God  be  with  him.  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  him,  Verily, 
verily  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be 
born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  Kingdom 
of  God.  Nieodemus  saitli  unto  him,  How 
can  a  man  be  born  when  he  is  old?  can 
he  enter  the  second  time  into  his  mother’s 
womb,  and  be  born?  Jesus  answered, 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a 
man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit, 
he  cannot  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
That  which  is  born  of  the  "flesh  is  flesh ; 
and  that  which  is  born  of  the  Spirit  is 
spirit.  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee, 
T  e  must  be  born  again.  The  wind  blow- 
eth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the 
sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell  whence 
it  cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth:  so  is 
every  one  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit. 
Xicodemus  answered  and  said  unto  him, 
How  can  these  things  be?  Jesus  answer¬ 
ed  and  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  a  master 
of  Israel,  and  knowest  not  these  things? 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  TTe  speak 
that  we  do  know,  and  testify  that  we  have 
seen ;  and  ye  receive  not  our  witness.  If 
I  have  told  you  earthly  things,  and  ye 
believe  not,  how  shall  ye  believe,  if  I  tell 
you  of  heavenly  things?

Beloved,  if  God  so 
loved  us,  we  ought  also  to  love  one 
another.  Xo  man  hath  seen  God  at  any 
time.  If  we  love  one  another,  God  dwell- 
eth  in  us,  and  his  love  is  perfected  in  us. 
Hereby  know  we  that  we  dwell  in  him, 
and  he  in  us;  because  he  hath  given  us 
of  his  Spirit.  And  we  have  seen  and  do 
testify  that  the  Father  sent  the  Son  to  be 
the  Saviour  of  the  world.  TVliosoever 
shall  confess  that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God, 
God  dwelleth  in  him,  and  he  in  God. 
And  we  have  known  and  believed  the 
love  that  God  hath  to  us.  God  is  love; 
and  he  that  dwelleth  in  love  dwelleth  in 
God,  and  God  in  him.  Herein  is  our 
love  made  perfect,  that  we  may  have  bold¬ 
ness  in  the  day  of  judgment;  because  as 
he  is,  so  are  we  in  this  world.  There  is 
no  fear  in  love;  but  perfect  love  casteth  ' 
out  fear:  because  fear  hath  torment.  He 
that  fearech  is  not  made  perfect  in  love. 
T\  e  love  him,  because  he  first  loved  us. 
If  a  man  say,  I  love  God,  and  hateth  his 
brother,  he  is  a  liar:  ?for  he  that  loveth 
not  his  brother  whom  he  hath  seen,  how 
can  he  love  God  whom  he  hath  not  seen  ? 
And  this  commandment  have  we  from 
him,  That  he  who  loveth  God  love  his 
brother  also. 
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the  gospel.  St.  Luke  xvi,  19. 

THERE  was  a  certain  rich  man,  which 
1  was  clothed  in  purple  and  fine  linen, 
and  fared  sumptuously  every  day.  And 
there  was  a  certain  beggar  named  Laza¬ 
rus,  which  was  laid  at  his  gate,  ful  1  of 
sores,  and  desiring  to  be  fed  with  the 
crumbs  which  fell  from  the  rich  man’s 
table :  moreover  the  dogs  came  and  licked 
his  sores.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  the 
beggar  died,  and  was  carried  by  the  angels 
into  Abraham’s  bosom.  The  rich  man 
also  died,  and  was  buried;  and  in  hell  he 
lifted  up  his  eyes,  being  in  torments,  and 
seeth  Abraham  afar  off,  and  Lazarus  in 
his  bosom.  And  he  cried  and  said,  Father 
Abraham,  have  mercy  on  me,  and  send 
Lazarus,  that  he  may  dip  the  tip  of  his 
fingei  in  water,  and  cool  my  tongue :  for 
I  am  tormented  in  this  flame.  But  Abra¬ 
ham  said,  Son,  remember  that  thou  in  thy 
lifetime  receivedst  thy  good  things,  and 
likewise  Lazarus  evil  things;  but  now  lie 
is  comforted,  and  thou  art  tormented. 
And  beside  all  this,  between  us  and  vou 
there  is  a  great  gulf  fixed:  so  that  they 
which  would  pass  from  hence  to  you  can¬ 
not;  neither  can  they  pass  to  us,  that 
would  come  from  thence.  Then  he  said, 
i  pray  thee  therefore,  father,  that  thou 
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wonkiest  send  him  to  my  father’s  house : 
for  I  have  five  brethren ;  that  he  may  tes¬ 
tify  unto  them,  lest  they  also  come  into 
this  place  of  torment.  Abraham  saith 
unto  him,  They  have  Moses  and  the  Pro¬ 
phets  ;  let  them  hear  them.  And  he  said, 
Isay,  father  Abraham;  but  if  one  went 
unto  them  from  the  dead,  they  will  repent. 
And  he  said  unto  him,  If  they  hear  not 
Moses  and  the  Prophets,  neither  will  they 
be  persuaded  though  one  rose  from  the 
dead.

Who¬ 
soever  hateth  his  brother  is  a  murderer :

Hereby  per¬ 
ceive  we  the  love  of  God,  because  he  laid 
down  his  life  for  us:  and  we  ought  to 
lay  down  our  lives  for  the  brethren.  But 
whoso  hath  this  world’s  good,  and  seetli 
his  brother  have  need,  and  shutteth  up 
his  bowels  of  compassion  from  him,  how 
dwelleth  the  love  of  God  in  him?

THE  EPISTLE.  Rom .  vi,  3. 

ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as 
^  were  baptized  into  Jesus  Christ  were 
baptized  into  his  death?  Therefore  we 
are  buried  with  him  by  baptism  into 
death :  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised  up 
from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the  Father, 
even  so  we  also  should  walk  in  newness 
of  life.  For  if  we  have  been  planted 
together  in  the  likeness  of  his  death,  we 
shall  be  also  in  the  likeness  of  his  resur¬ 
rection;  knowing  this,  that  our  old  man  is 
crucified  with  him,  that  the  body  of  sin 
might  be  destroyed,  that  henceforth  we 
should  not  serve  sin.  For  he  that  is  dead 
is  freed  from  sin.  Fow  if  we  be  dead 
with  Christ,  we  believe  that  we  shall  also 
live  with  him :  knowing  that  Christ  being 
raised  from  the  dead  dieth  no  more; 
death  hath  no  more  dominion  over  him. 
For  in  that  he  died,  he  died  unto  sin 
once;  but  in  that  he  livetli,  he  liveth 
unto  God.

Neither  be  ye  idola¬ 
ters,  as  were  some  of  them ;  as  it  is  writ¬ 
ten,  The  people  sat  down  to  eat  and  drink, 
and  rose  up  to  play.  Neither  let  us  com¬ 
mit  fornication,  as  some  ot  them  com-  - 
mitted,  and  fell  in  one  day  three  and 
twenty  thousand.  Neither  let  us  tempt 
Christ,  as  some  of  them  also  tempted,  and 
were  destroyed  of  serpents.  Neither  mur¬ 
mur  ye,  as  some  of  them  also  murmured, 
and  were  destroyed  of  the  destroyer. 
Nowall  these  things  happened  unto  them 
for  examples :  and  they  are  written  for 
our  admonition,  upon  whom  the  ends  ot 
the  world  are  come.  "Wherefore  let  him

And  he  said 
unto  him,  Take  thy  bill,  and  sit  down 
quickly,  and  write  fifty.  Then  said  he  to 
another,  And  how  much  owest  thou  ? 
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And  he  said,  An  hundred  measures  of 
wheat.  And  he  said  unto  him,  take  thy 
hill,  and  write  fourscore.  And  the  lord 
commended  the  unjust  steward,  because 
he  had  done  wisely :  for  the  children  ol 
this  world  are  in  their  generation  wiser 
than  the  children  of  light.  And  I  say 
unto  you,  Make  to  yourselves  friends  of 
the  mammon  of  unrighteousness;  that, 
when  ye  fail,  they  may  receive  you  into 
everlasting  habitations.

/HOXCERXIXG  spiritual  gifts,  brethren, 
V;  I  would  not  have  you  ignorant.  Ye 
know  that  ye  were  Gentiles,  carried  away 
unto  these  dumb  idols,  even  as  ye  were 
led.  Wherefore  I  give  you  to  understand, 
that  no  man  speaking  by  the  Spirit  of 
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Gocl  calleth  Jesus  accursed  :  and  that  no 
man  can  say  that  Jesus  is  the  Lord,  but 
by  the  Holy  Ghost.  Now  there  are  di¬ 
versities  of  gifts,  but  the  same  Spirit. 
And  there  are  differences  of  administra¬ 
tions,  but  the  same  Lord.  And  there  are 
diversities  of  operations,  hut  it  is  the 
same  God  which  worketh  all  in  all.  But 
the  manifestation  of  the  Spirit  is  given  to 
every  man  to  profit  withal.  For  to  one  is 
given,  by  the  Spirit,  the  word  of  wisdom; 
to  another,  the  word  of  knowledge,  by  the 
same  Spirit;  to  another,  faith,  by  the 
same  Spirit;  to  another,  the  gifts  of  heal¬ 
ing,  by  the  same  Spirit ;  to  another,  the 
working  of  miracles;  to  another,  pro¬ 
phecy  ;  to  another,  discerning  of  spirits ; 
to  another,  divers  kinds  of  tongues;  to 
another,  the  interpretation  of  tongues. 
But  all  these  worketh  that  one  and  the 
self-same  Spirit,  dividing  to  every  man 
severally  as  he  will.

A XI)  when  he  was  come  near,  he  beheld 
the  city,  and  wept  over  it,  saying,  If 
thou  hadst  known,  even  thou,  at  least  in 
this  thy  day,  the  things  which  belong  un¬ 
to  thy  peace !  but  now  they  are  hid  from 
thine  eves.  For  the  davs  shall  come  upon

And  he  went  into  the  temple,  and 
began  to  cast  out  them  that  sold  therein, 
and  them  that  bought;  saying  unto  them, 
It  is  written,  My  house  is  the  house  of 
prayer;  but  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of 

thieves.  And  he  taught  daily  in  the  tem¬ 
ple.

For 
I  delivered  unto  you  first  of  all,  that 
which  I  also  received,  how  that  Christ 
died  for  our  sins  according  to  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  ;  and  that  he  was  buried,  and  that 
he  rose  again  the  third  day  according  to 
the  Scriptures.  And  that  he  was  seen  of 
Cephas,  then  of  the  twelve :  after  that,  he 
was  seen  of  above  five  hundred  brethren 
at  once ;  of  whom  the  greater  part  remain 
unto  this  present,  but  some  are  fallen 
asleep.  After  that,  he  was  seen  of  James ; 
then  of  all  the  Apostles.  And  last  of 
all  he  was  seen  of  me  also,  as  one 
born  out  of  due  time.  For  I  am  the 
least  of  the  Apostles,  that  am  not  meet 
to  be  called  an  Apostle,  because  I  perse¬ 
cuted  the  Church  of  God.  But  by  the 
grace  of  God  I  am  what  I  am :  and  his 
grace  which  was  bestowed  upon  me  was 
not  in  vain;  but  I  labored  more  abund¬ 
antly  than  they  all;  yet  not  I,  but  the 
grace  of  God  which  was  with  me.  There¬ 
fore  whether  it  were  I  or  they,  so  we 
preach,  and  so  ye  believed. 

the  gospel.  St.  Luke  xviii,  9. 

JESUS  spake  this  parable  unto  certain 
which  trusted  in  themselves  that  they 
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were  righteous,  and  despised  others :  Two 
men  went  up  into  the  temple  to  pray; 
the  one  a  Pharisee,  and  the  other  a  Publi¬ 
can.  The  Pharisee  stood  and  prayed  thus 
with  himself,  God,  I  thank  thee,  that  I 
am  not  as  other  men  are,  extortioners, 
unjust,  adulterers,  or  even  as  this  Publi¬ 
can.  I  fast  twice  in  the  week,  I  give 
tithes  of  all  that  I  possess.  And  the 
Publican,  standing  afar  off,  would  not 
lift  up  so  much  as  his  eyes  unto  heaven, 
but  smote  upon  his  breast,  saying,  God  be 
merciful  to  me  a  sinner!  I  tell  you,  this 
man  went  down  to  his  house  justified 
rather  than  the  other :  for  every  one  that 
exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased;  and  he 
that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted.

But  if  the 
ministration  of  death,  written  and  en¬ 
graven.  in  stones,  was  glorious,  so  that 
the  children  of  Israel  could  not  stead¬ 
fastly  behold  the  face  of  Moses  for  the 
glory  of  his  countenance,  which  glory- 
was  to  be  done  away;  how  shall  not  the 
ministi  ation  of  the  spirit  be  rather  glori¬ 
ous?  F or  if  the  ministration  of  condem¬ 
nation  be  glory,,  much  more  doth  the- 

ministration  of  righteousness  exceed  in 
glory. 

THE  GOSPEL.  St.  Mark  vii,  31. 

TESUS,  departing  from  the  coasts  of' 
tl  Tyre  and  Sidon,  came  unto  the  Sea  of 
Galilee,  through  the  midst  of  the  coasts, 
of  Lecapolis.  And  they  bring  unto  him 
one  that  was  deaf,  and  had  an  impediment 
in  his  speech:  and  they  beseech  him  to 
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put  his  hand  upon  him.  And  he  took 
him  aside  from  the  multitude,  and  put  his 
fingers  into  his  ears,  and  he  spit,  and 
touched  his  tongue ;  and  looking  up  to 
heaven,  he  sighed,  and  saith  unto  him, 
Ephphatha,  that  is,  Be  opened.  And 
straightway  his  ears  were  opened,  and  the 
string  of  his  tongue  was  loosed,  and  he 
spake  plain.  And  he  charged  them  that 
they  should  tell  no  man :  but  the  more  he 
charged  them,  so  much  the  more  a  great 
deal  they  published  it ;  and  were  beyond 
measure  astonished,  saying,  He  hath  done 
all  things  well ;  he  maketh  both  the  deaf 
to  hear,  and  the  dumb  to  speak.

And  this  I 
say,  That  the  covenant,  that  was  confirmed 
before  of  God  in  Christ,  the  Law,  which 
was  four  hundred  and  thirty  years  after, 
cannot  disannul,  that  it  should  make  the 
promise  of  none  effect.  For  if  the  in¬ 
heritance  be  of  the  Law,  it  is  no  more  of 
promise  ;  but  God  gave  it  to  Abraham  by 
promise.  Wherefore  then  serveth  the 
Law?  It  was  added  because  of  trans¬ 
gressions,  till  the  seed  should  come  to 
whom  the  promise  was  made  ;  and  it  was 
ordained  by  angels  in  the  hand  of  a  medi¬ 
ator.  How  a  mediator  is  not  a  mediator 
of  one ;  but  God  is  one.  Is  the  Law  then 
against  the  promises  of  God  ?  God  for¬ 
bid:  for  if  there  had  been  a  law  given 
which  could  have  given  life,  verily  right¬ 
eousness  should  have  been  by  the  Law. 
But  the  Scripture  hath  concluded  all 
under  sin,  that  the  promise  by  faith  of 
J esus  Christ  might  be  given  to  them  that 
believe. 

THE  GOSPEL.  St.  Luke  X,  23. 

BLESSED  are  the  eyes  which  see  the 
things  that  ye  see.  For  I  tell  you, 
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that  many  prophets  and  kings  have  de¬ 
sired  to  see  those  things  which  ye  see, 
and  have  not  seen  them :  and  to  hear 
those  things  which  ye  hear,  and  have  not 
heard  them.  And  behold,  a  certain  Law¬ 
yer  stood  up,  and  tempted  him,  saying, 
Master,  what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal 
life  ?  He  said  unto  him,  What  is  written 
in  the  Law  ?  how  readest  thou  ?  And  he 
answering  said,  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord 
thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all 
thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength,  and 
with  all  thy  mind ;  and  thy  neighbor  as 
thyself.  And  he  said  unto  him,  Thou  hast 
answered  right:  this  do,  and  thou  shalt 
live.  But  he,  willing  to  justify  himself, 
said  unto  Jesus,  And  who  is  my  neigh¬ 
bor?  And  Jesus  answering  said,  A  cer¬ 
tain  man  went  down  from  Jerusalem  to 
Jericho,  and  fell  among  thieves,  which 
stripped  him  of  his  raiment,  and  wounded 
him,  and  departed,  leaving  him  half  dead. 
And  by  chance  there  came  down  a  certain 
Priest  that  way ;  and  when  he  saw  him, 
he  passed  by  on  the  other  side.  And  like¬ 
wise  a  Levite,  when  he  was  at  the  place, 
came  and  looked  on  him,  and  passed  by  on 
the  other  side.  But  a  certain  Samaritan, 
as  he  journeyed,  came  where  he  was ; 
and  when  he  saw  him,  he  had  compassion 
on  him,  and  went  to  him,  and  bound  up  his 
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wounds,  pouring  in  oil  and  wine,  and  set 
him  on  his  own  beast,  and  brought  him  to 
an  inn,  and  took  care  of  him.  And  on  the 
morrow,  when  he  departed,  he  took  out 
two  pence,  and  gave  them  to  the  host, 
and  said  unto  him,  Take  care  of  him;  and 
whatsoever  thou  spendest  more,  when  I 
come  again,  I  will  repay  thee.  WLich 
now  of  these  three,  thinkest  thou,  was 
neighbor  unto  him  that  fell  among  the 
thieves  ?  And  he  said,  He  that  showed 
mercy  on  him.  Then  said  Jesus  unto 
him,  Go,  and  do  thou  likewise.

time  past,  that  they  who  do  such  things 
shall  not  inherit  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy, 
peace,  long-suffering,  gentleness,  good¬ 
ness,  faith,  meekness,  temperance :  against 
such  there  is  no  law.  And  they  that  are 
Christ’s  have  crucified  the  flesh,  with  the 
affections  and  lusts.

AKD  it  came  to  pass,  as  Jesus  went  to 
Jerusalem,  that  he  passed  through 
the  midst  of  Samaria  and  Galilee.  And 
as  he  entered  into  a  certain  village,  there 
met  him  ten  men  that  were  lepers,  which 
stood  afar  oft*.  And  they  lifted  up  their 
voices,  and  said,  Jesus,  Master,  have 
mercy  on  us.

Y  O  man  can  serve  two  masters :  for 
IN  either  he  will  hate  the  one,  and  love 
the  other;  or  else  he  will  hold  to  the  one, 
and  despise  the  other.

Consider  the  lilies 
of  .the  field,  how  they  grow ;  they  toil  not, 
neither  do  they  spin :  and  yet  I  say  unto 
you,  That  even  Solomon  in  all  his  glory 
was  not  arrayed  like  one  of  these.  Where¬ 
fore,  it  God  so  clothe  the  grass  of  the 
field,  which  to-day  is,  and  to-morrow  is 
cast  into  the  oven,  shall  he  not  much 
more  clothe  you,  O  ye  of  little  faith? 
Therefore  take  no  thought,  saying,  What 
shall  we  eat?  or,  What  shall  we  drink? 
or,  Wherewithal  shall  we  be  clothed?  (for 
after  all  these  things  do  the  Gentiles 
seek;)  for  your  heavenly  Father  knoweth 
that  ye  have  need  of  all  these  things. 
But  seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom  of  God, 
and  his  righteousness;  and  all  these 
things  shall  be  added  unto  you.  Take 
therefore  no  thought  for  the  morrow;  for 
the  morrow  shall  take  thought  for  the 
things  of  itselt.

But 
v  he_n  thou  art  bidden,  go  and  sit  down  in 
the  lowest  room;  that  when  he  that  bade 
thee  cometh,  he  may  say  unto  thee,  Friend, 
go  up  higher :  then  shalt  thou  have  wor¬ 
ship  in  the  presence  of  them  that  sit  at 
meat  with  thee.  F or  wdiosoever  exalteth 
himself  shall  he  abased;  and  he  that 
humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted.

WHEN  the  Pharisees  had  heard  that 
Jesus  had  put  the  Sadducees  to. 
silence,  they  were  gathered  together. 
Then- one  of  them,  which  was  a  Lawyer, 
asked  him  a  question,  tempting  him,  and 
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saying,  Master,  wnich  is  the  great  com- 
mandment  in  the  Law  ?  Jesus  said  unto 
him,  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God 
with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul, 
and  with  all  thy  mind.  This  is  the  first 
and  great  commandment.  And  the  sec¬ 
ond  is  like  unto  it,  Thou  shalt  love  thy 
neighbor  as  thyself.  On  these  two  com¬ 
mandments  hang  all  the  Law  and  the 
Prophets.  While  the  Pharisees  were 
gathered  together,  Jesus  asked  them,  say- 
ing,  What  think  ye  of  Christ  ?  whose  son 
is  he  ?  They  say  unto  him ,  The  son  of 
David.  He  saith  unto  them,  How  then 
doth  David  in  spirit  call  him  Lord,  saying, 
The  Lord  said  unto  my  Lord,  Sit  thou  on 
my  right  hand,  till  I  make  thine  enemies 
thy  footstool  ?  If  David  then  call  him 
Lord,  how  is  he  his  son  ?  And  no  man 
was  able  to  answer  him  a  word,  neither 
durst  any  man,  from  that  day  forth,  ask 
him  any  more  questions.

on  the  new  man,  which  after  God  is 
created  in  righteousness  and  true  holiness. 
"Wherefore  putting  away  lying,  speak 
every  man  truth  with  his  neighbor :  for 
we  are  members  one  of  another.  Be  ye 
angry,  and  sin  not :  let  not  the  sun  go 
down  upon  your  wrath ;  neither  give 
place-  to  the  devil.  Let  him  that  stole 
steal  no  more ;  but  rather  let  him  labor, 
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working  with  his  hands  the  thing  which 
is  good,  that  he  may  have  to  give  to  him 
that  needeth.  Let  no  corrupt  communi¬ 
cation  proceed  out  of  your  mouth,  hut 
that  which  is  good  to  the  use  of  edifying, 
that  it  may  minister  grace  unto  the  hearers. 
And  grieve  not  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God, 
whereby  ye  are  sealed  unto  the  day  of  re¬ 
demption.  Let  all  bitterness,  and  wrath, 
and  anger,  and  clamor,  and  evil  speaking, 
be  put  away  from  you,  with  all  malice :

And  behold,  certain  of  the 
Scribes  said  within  themselves,  This  man 
blasphemeth.  And  Jesus,  knowing  their 
thoughts,  said,  Wherefore  think  ye  evil  in 
your  hearts  ?  For  whether  is  it  easier  to 
say,  Thy  sins  he  forgiven  thee ;  or  to  say, 
Arise,  and  walk  ?  But  that  ye  may  know 
that  the  Son  of  Man  hath  power  on  earth 
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to  forgive  sins,  (then  saith  he  to  the  sick 
of  the  palsy,)  Arise,  take  up  thy  bed,  and 
go  unto  thine  house.  And  he  arose,  and 
departed  to  his  house.  But  when  the 
multitude  saw  it,  they  marvelled,  and 
glorified  God,  which  had  given  such 
power  unto  men.

TESUS  said,  The  Kingdom  of  Heaven  is 
0  like  unto  a  certain  king,  which  made 
a  marriage  for  his  son,  and  sent  forth  his 
servants  to  call  them  that  were  bidden  to 
the  wedding;  and  they  would  not  come. 
Again,  he  sent  forth  other  servants,  say¬ 
ing,  Tell  them  which  are  bidden,  Behold, 
I  have  prepared  my  dinner ;  my  oxen  and 
my  failings  are  killed,  and  all  things  are 
ready :  come  unto  the  marriage.  But 
they  made  light  of  it,  and  went  their 
ways,  one  to  his  farm,  another  to  his 
merchandise :  and  the  remnant  took  his 
servants,  and  entreated  them  spitefully, 
and  slew  them.  But  when  the  king  heard 
thereof,,  he  was  wroth  ;  and  he  sent  forth 
his  armies,  and  destroyed  those  murderers, 
and  . burned  up  their  city.  Then  saith  he 
to  his  servants,  The  wedding  is  ready,  hut 
they  which  were  bidden  were  not  worthy. 
Gro  ye  therefore  into  the  highways,  and 
as  many  as  ye  shall  find,  bid  to  the  mar¬ 
riage.  So  those  servants  went  out  into 
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the  highways,  and  gathered  together  all 
as  many  as  they  found,  both  had  and 
good ;  and  the  wedding  was  furnished 
with  guests.  And  when  the  king  came 
in  to  see  the  guests,  he  saw  there  a  man 
which  had  not  on  a  wedding-garment : 
and  he  saith  unto  him,  Friend,  how  earnest 
thou  in  hither  not  having  a  wedding- 
garment  ?  And  he  wTas  speechless.  Then 
said  the  king  to  the  servants,  Bind  him 
hand  and  foot,  and  take  him  away,  and 
cast  him  into  outer  darkness ;  there  shall 
he  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  For 
many  are  called,  but  few  are  chosen.

And  as  he  was 
now  going  down,  his  servants  met  him,  and 
told  him,  saying,  Thy  son  liveth.  Then 
inquired  he  of  them  the  hour  when  he 
began  to  amend.  And  they  said  unto 
him,  Yesterday,  at  the  seventh  hour,  the 
fever  left  him.  So  the  father  knew  that 
it  was  at  the  same  hour  in  the  which 
J esus  said  unto  him,  Thy  son  liveth ;  and 
himself  believed,  and  his  whole  house.  - 
This  is  again  the  second  miracle  that 
Jesus  did,  when  he  was  come  out  of 
Judea  into  Galilee.

And 
when  he  had  begun  to  reckon,  one  was 
brought  unto  him,  which  owed  him  ten 
thousand  talents.  But  forasmuch  as  he 
had  not  to  pay,  his  lord  commanded  him 
to  be  sold,  and  his  wife  and  children,  and 
all  that  he  had,  and  payment  to  be  made. 
The  servant  therefore  fell  down  and  wor¬ 
shipped  him,  saying,  Lord,  have  patience 
with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  Then 
the  lord  of  that  servant  was  moved  with 
compassion,  and  loosed  him,  and  forgave 
him  the  debt.  But  the  same  servant  went 
out,  and  found  one  of  his  fellow-servants, 
which  owed  him  an  hundred  pence :  and 
he  laid  hands  on  him,  and  took  him  by 
the  throat,  saying,  Pay  me  that  thou 
owest.  And  his  fellow-servant  fell  down 
at  his  feet,  and  besought  him,  saying, 
Have  patience  with  me,  and  I  will  pay 
thee  all.  And  he  would  not;  but  went 
and  cast  him  into  prison,  till  he  should 
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pay  the  debt.  So  when  his  fellow-servants 
saw  what  was  done,  they  were  very  sorrv, 
and  came  and  told  unto  their  lord  all  that 
was  done.  Then  his  lord,  after  that  he 
had  called  him,  said  unto  him,  0  thou 
wicked  servant,  I  forgave  thee  all  that 
debt,  because  thou  desiredst  me :  shouldest 
not  thou  also  have  had  compassion  on  thy 
fellow-servant,  even  as  I  had  pity  on  thee  ? 
And  his  lord  was  wroth,  and  delivered 
him  to  the  tormentors,  till  he  should  pay 
all  that  was  due  unto  him.  So  likewise 
shall  my  heavenly  Father  do  also  unto 
you,  if  ye  from  your  hearts  forgive  not 
every  one  his  brother  their  trespasses.

And  Jesus  said,  Make 
the  men  sit  down.  Now  there  was  much 
grass  in  the  place.  So  the  men  sat  down 
in  number  about  five  thousand.  And 
Jesus  took  the  loaves;  and  when  he  had 
given  thanks,  he  distributed  to  the  dis¬ 
ciples,  and  the  disciples  to  them  that  were 
set  down;  and  likewise  of  the  fishes,  as 
much  as  they  would.  When  they  were 
lied,  he  said  unto  his  disciples,  Gather 
up  the  fragments  that  remain,  that  noth¬ 
ing  be  lost.  Therefore  they  gathered 
lem  together,  and  filled  twelve  baskets 
with  the  fragments  of  the  five  barley- 
loaves  which  remained  over  and  above 
unto  them  that  had  eaten.  Then  those 
men,  when  they  had  seen  the  miracle 
that  Jesus  did  said,  This  is  of  a  truth 

that  Prophet  that  should  come  into  the 
world.

There  is  no  speech  nor  language,  where 
their  voice  is  not  heard.

In  them  hath  he  set  a  tabernacle  for  the 
sun  ;  which  cometh  forth  as  a  bridegroom 
out  of  his  chamber,  and  rejoiceth  as  a 
giant  to  run  his  course. 

His  going  forth  is  from  the  end  of  the 
heaven,  and  his  circuit  unto  the  ends  of  it; 
and  there  is  nothing  hid  from  the  heat 
thereof. 

The  law  of  the  Lord  is  an  undefiled  law, 
converting  the  soul ;  the  testimony  of  the 
Lord  is  sure,  and  giveth  wisdom  unto  the 
simple. 

The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  and 
rejoice  the  heart;  the  commandment  of 
the  Lord  is  pure,  and  giveth  light  unto 

the  eyes. 

The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  and  en- 
dureth  forever;  the  judgments  of  the  Lord 
are  true,  and  righteous  altogether. 

More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold, 
yea,  than  much  fine  gold ;  sweeter  also 
than  honey,  and  the  honey-comb. 

Moreover,  by  them  is  thy  servant  taught; 
and  in  keeping  of  them  there  is  great  re¬ 
ward. 
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Who  can  tell  how  oft  he  offendeth  ?  0 
cleanse  thou  me  from  my  secret  faults. 

Keep  thy  servant  also  from  presumptu¬ 
ous  sins,  lest  they  get  the  dominion  over 
me ;  so  shall  I  be  upright,  and  I  shall  be 
innocent  from  much  transgression. 

Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the 
meditation  of  my  heart,  be  alway  accept¬ 
able  m  thy  sight,  0  Lord,  my  strength, 
and  my  redeemer. 

The  Lord  hear  thee  in  the  day  of 

trouble ;  the  name  of  the  God  of  Jacob 
defend  thee  :

And  he  shall  bring  forth  thy  righteous¬ 
ness  as  the  light,  and  thy  judgment  as 
the  noonday. 

Rest  in  the  Lord,  and  wait  patiently  for 
him :  fret  not  thyself  because  of  him  who 
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prospereth  in  his  way,  because  of  the  man 
who  bringeth  wicked  devices  to  pass. 

Cease  from  anger,  and  forsake  wrath : 
fret  not  thyself  in  any  wise  to  do  evil. 

For  evildoers  shall  be  cut  off:  but  those 
that  wait  upon  the  Lord,  they  shall  in¬ 
herit  the  earth. 

For  yet  a  little  while,  and  the  wicked 
shall  not  be:  yea,  thou  shalt  diligently 
consider  his  place,  and  it  shall  not  be. 

But  the  meek  shall  inherit  the  earth; 
and  shall  delight  themselves  in  the  abund¬ 
ance  of  peace. 

The  wicked  plotteth  against  the  just, 
and  gnasheth  upon  him  with  his  teeth. 

The  Lord  shall  laugh  at  him:  for  he 
seeth  that  his  day  is  coming. 

The  wicked  have  drawn  out  the  sword, 
and  have  bent  their  bow,  to  cast  down 
the  poor  and  needy,  and  to  slay  such  as 
be  of  upright  conversation. 

Their  sword  shall  enter  into  their  own 
heart,  and  their  bows  shall  be  broken. 

A  little  that  a  righteous  man  hath  is 
better  than  the  riches  of  many  wicked. 

For  the  arms  of  the  wicked  shall  be 
broken:  but  the  Lord  upholdeth  the 
righteous. 

The  Lord  knoweth  the  days  of  the  up¬ 
right:  and  their  inheritance  shall  be  for 
ever. 
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They  shall  not  he  ashamed  in  the  evil 
time:  and  in  the  days  of  famine  they 
shall  be  satisfied. 

But  the  wicked  shall  perish,  and  the 
enemies  of  the  Lord  shall  be  as  the  fat 
of  lambs :  they  shall  consume;  into  smoke 
shall  they  consume  away. 

The  wicked  borroweth,  and  payeth  not 
again :  but  the  righteous  showeth  mercy, 
and  giveth. 

For  such  as  he  blessed  of  him  shall 
inherit  the  earth;  and  they  that  be  cursed 
of  him  shall  be  cut  off. 

The  steps  of  a  good  man  are  ordered 
by  the  Lord :  and  he  delighteth  in  his  way. 

Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  he  utterly 
cast  down:  for  the  Lord  upholdeth  him 
with  his  hand. 

I  have  been  young,  and  now  am  old; 
yet  have  I  not  seen  the  righteous  forsa¬ 
ken,  nor  his  seed  begging  bread. 

He  is  ever  merciful,  and  lendeth;  and 
his  seed  is  blessed. 

Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good;  and 
dwell  for  evermore. 

For  the  Lord  loveth  judgment,  and  for- 
saketli  not  his  saints;  they  are  preserved 
for  ever :  but  the  seed  of  the  wicked  shall 
be  cut  off. 

The  righteous  shall  inherit  the  land, 
and  dwell  therein  for  ever. 
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The  mouth  of  the  righteous  speaketh 
wisdom,  and  his  tongue  talketh  of  judg¬ 
ment. 

The  law  of  his  God  is  in  his  heart; 
none  of  his  steps  shall  slide. 

The  wicked  watcheth  the  righteous,  and 
seeketh  to  slay  him. 

The  Lord  will  not  leave  him  in  his 
hand,  nor  condemn  him  when  he  is 
judged. 

Wait  on  the  Lord,  and  keep  his  way, 
and  he  shall  exalt  thee  to  inherit  the 
land :  when  the  wicked  are  cut  off,  thou 
shalt  see  it. 

I  have  seen  the  wicked  in  great  powder, 
and  spreading  himself  like  a  green  bay  tree. 

Yet  he  passed  away,  and,  lo,  he  wras 
not:  yea,  I  sought  him,  but  he  could  not 
be  found. 

Mark  the  perfect  man,  and  behold  the 
upright:  for  the  end  of  that  man  is  peace. 

But  the  transgressors  shall  be  destroyed 
together:  the  end  of  the  wicked  shall  be 
cut  off. 

But  the  salvation  of  the  righteous  is  of 
the  Lord :  he  is  their  strength  in  the  time 
of  trouble. 

And  the  Lord  shall  help  them,  and  de¬ 
liver  them:  he  shall  deliver  them  from 
the  wdcked,  and  save  them,  because  thev 
trust  in  him. 
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Section  Jiffy. 

Psalm  1. 

BLESSED  is  the  man  that  walketh  not 
in  the  counsel  of  the  ungodly,  nor 
standetli  in  the  way  of  sinners,  nor  sitteth 
in  the  seat  of  the  scornful. 

But  his  delight  is  in  the  law  of  the 
Lord;  and  in  his  law  doth  he  meditate 
day  and  night. 

And  he  shall  be  like  a  tree  planted  by 
the  rivers  of  water,  that  bringeth  forth 
his  fruit  in  his  season ; 

His  leaf  also  shall  not  wither;  and 
whatsoever  he  doetli  shall  prosper. 

The  ungodly  are  not  so:  but  are  like 
the  chaff  which  the  wind  driveth  away. 

Therefore  the  ungodly  shall  not  stand 
in  the  judgment,  nor  sinners  in  the  con¬ 
gregation  of  the  righteous. 

For  the  Lord  knoweth  the  way  of  the 
righteous:  but  the  way  of  the  ungodly 
shall  perish. 


Psalm  15. 

LORD,  who  shall  abide  in  thy  taber¬ 
nacle  ?  who  shall  dwell  in  thy  holy 
hill  ? 
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He  that  walketh  uprightly,  and  worketh 
righteousness,  and  speaketh  the  truth  in 
his  heart. 

He  tli at  backbiteth  not  with  his  tongue, 
nor  doeth  evil  to  his  neighbor,  nor  taketh 
up  a  reproach  against  his  neighbor. 

In  whose  eyes  a  vile  person  is  con¬ 
temned;  but  he  honoreth  them  that  fear 
the  Lord.  He  that  sweareth  to  his  own 
hurt,  and  changeth  not. 

He  that  putteth  not  out  his  money  to 

usury,  nor  taketh  reward  against  the  inno¬ 
cent. 

He  that  doeth  these  things  shall  never 
be  moved. 


Psalm  91. 

TIE  that  dwelleth  in  the  secret  place  of 
A  A  the  most  High  shall  abide  under  the 
shadow  of  the  Almighty. 

I  will  say  of  the  Lord,  He  is  my  refuse 

and  my  fortress :  my  God ;  in  him  will  I 
trust. 

Surely  he  shall  deliver  thee  from  the 
snare  of  the  fowler,  and  from  the  noisome 
pestilence 

He  shall  cover  thee  with  his  feathers, 
and  under  his  wings  shalt  thou  trust :  his 
truth  shall  be  thy  shield  and  buckler.

example  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  and  to  be 
made  like  unto  him ;  that  as  he  died,  and 
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rose  .again  for  us,  so  should  we,  who  are 

baptized,  die  from  sin,  and  rise  again  unto 

1  ighteousness  j  continually  mortifying  all 

oui  evil  and  corrupt  affections,  and  daily 

proceeding  in  all  virtue  and  godliness  of 
living. 

H  If  it  be  necessary  to  baptize  Adults  in  private, 
on  account  of  extreme  sickness,  this  service  may 
be  used,  or  any  portion  of  it,  as  the  Minister  may 
think  best,  provided  there  shall  be  a  Confession 
of  Faith,  and  the  use  of  the  formula, 

If  If  there  be  occasion  for  the  office  of  Infant  Bap¬ 
tism  and  that  of  Adults  at  the  same  time,  the 
Minister  may  combine  such  portions  of  each 
office,  as  in  his  discretion  he  may  think  proper. 
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If  When  the  persons  about  to  confirm  their  Baptismal 
Covenant  have  taken  their  appointed  places  be¬ 
fore  the  Bishop,  the  following  Preface  shall  be 
read : 

BELOVED,  it  is  written  that,  when  the 
Apostles  at  Jerusalem  had  heard  that 
Samaria  had  received  the  Word  of  God, 
they  sent  unto  them  Peter  and  John,  who, 
when  they  were  come,  and  had  prayed  for 
them,  laid  their  hands  on  those  who  were 
baptized,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus: 
Also,  in  the  same  scripture,  we  read  that 
St.  Paul  laid  his  hands  upon  certain  disci¬ 
ples  at  Ephesus,  after  their  baptism.  In 
accordance,  therefore,  with  apostolic  cus¬ 
tom,  and  the  practice  of  the  early  Church, 
we  have  retained  this  rite  of  laying  on  of 
hands  upon  those  who  are  baptized,  in 
order  that  they  may  thus  give  further 
testimony  to  their  faith  in  Christ,  and  to 
their  unchanged  purpose  to  lead  a  new 
life,  following  the  commandments  of  God, 
and  walking  in  his  holy  ways. 
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If  Then  shall  the  Bishop  say, 

DO  ye  here,  in  the  presence  of  God,  and 
of  this  congregation,  solemnly  pro¬ 
fess  repentance  towards  God,  and  faith- 
towards  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ? 

If  And  every  one  shall  audibly  answer, 

I  Do 

Bishop .  Do  you  believe  all  the  Articles 
of  the  Christian  faith  as  contained  in  the 
Apostles’  Creed? 

Answer .  I  do. 

Bishop .  Do  you  steadfastly  purpose,  by 
God’s  help,  to  renounce  the  world  and 
the  flesh,  and  to  keep  God’s  holy  will  and 
commandments,  and  to  walk  in* the  same 
all  the  days  of  your  life? 

Answer .  I  do. 

Bishop .  Our  help  is  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord; 

Answer .  Who  hath  made  heaven  and 
earth. 

Bishop .  Blessed  be  the  Name  of  the 
Lord; 

Answer.  Henceforth,  world  without 
end. 

Bishop.  Lord,  hear  our  prayer; 

Answer.  And  let  our  cry  come  unto 
thee. 

Bishop .  Let  us  pray. 
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A  LMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  who. 
£\.  in  thine  infinite  mercies," hast  called 
us  to  the  knowledge  of  thy  truth,  and 
faith  in  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ;  Graciously 
look  upon  these  thy  servants,  accept 
their  confessions,  and  favorably  receive 
this  renewed  offering  of  themselves,  which 
they  now  make  unto  thee.  Strengthen 
them,  we  beseech  thee,  0  Lord,  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,  the  Comforter,  and  daily  in¬ 
crease  in  them  thv  manifold  gifts  of  grace ; 
the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  understanding, 
the  spirit  of  counsel  and  ghostly  strength, 
the  spirit  of  knowledge  and  true  godli¬ 
ness;  and  fill  them,  0  Lord,  with  the 
spirit  of  thy  holy  fear,  now  and  for  ever. 
Amen. 


IT  Then  all  kneeling  before  the  Bishop,  he  shall  lay 
his  hands  upon  the  head  of  every  one  severally, 
saying, 

DEFEYD,  O  Lord,  this  thy  Child  [or, 
this  thy  Servant]  with  thy  heavenly 
grace;  that  he  may  continue  thine  for 
ever;  and  daily  increase  in  thy  Holy 
Spirit  more  and  more,  until  he  come  unto 
thy  everlasting  kingdom.

{  LMIGHTY  and  everliving  God,  who 
A  makest  us  both  to  will  and  to  do  those 
things  which  are  good  and  acceptable 
unto  thy  Divine  Majesty;  We  make  our 
humble  supplications  unto  thee  for  these 
thy  servants,  who  have  now  thus  publicly 
ratified  and  confirmed  the  solemn  obliga¬ 
tions  of  their  Baptismal  Covenant,  and 
have  dedicated  themselves  anew  to  thee 
and  thy  service.  Let  thy  fatherly  hand, 
we  beseech  thee,  ever  be  over  them;  let 
thy  Holy  Spirit  ever  be  with  them;  and 
so  lead  them  in  the  knowledge  and  obe¬ 
dience  of  thy  Word,  that  they  now  and 
evermore  rejoicing  in  thy  salvation,  may 
lay  hold  on  eternal  life;  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  who,  with  thee  and  the  Holy 
Ghost,  liveth  and  reigneth,  ever  one  God, 
world  without  end.

God,  vouchsafe,  we  beseech  thee,  to 
direct,  sanctify,  and  govern,  both  our 
hearts  and  bodies,  in  the  ways  of  thy  laws, 
and  in  the  works  of  thy  commandments ; 
that,  through  thy  most  mighty  protection, 
both  here  and  ever,  we  may  be  preserved 
in  body  and  soul ;  through  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  Amen. 
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ALMIGHTY  God,  who  showest  to  them 
that  are  in  error  the  light  of  thy  truth, 
to  the  intent  that  they  may  return  into  the

7  Then  the  Bishop  shall  bless  them,  saying  thus,

If  Members  of  other  Churches,  uniting  with  this 
Church,  need  not  be  confirmed,  except  at  their 
own  request. 

Note.  The  administration  of  the  order  of  Confirma¬ 
tion  is  confined  to  the  Bishops,  not  as  of  Divine 
right,  but  as  a  very  ancient  and  desirable  form 
of  Church  usage. 
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SOLEMNIZATION  OF  MATRIMONY 


If  The  laws  respecting  Matrimony,  whether  by  pub¬ 
lishing  the  Bans  in  Churches,  or  by  License, 
being  different  in  the  several  States,  every  Min¬ 
ister  is  left  to  the  direction  of  those  Laws,  in 
everything  that  regards  the  civil  contras  between 
the  Parties. 


U  At  the  day  and  time  appointed  for  Solemnization 
of  Matrimony,  the  Persons  to  be  married  shall 
come  into  the  body  of  the  Church,  or  shall  be 
ready  in  some  proper  house,  with  their  friends 
and  neighbors ;  and  there  standing  together,  the 
Man  on  the  right  hand,  and  the  Woman  on  his 
left,  the  Minister  shall  say, 


DEARLY  beloved,  we  are  gathered,  to¬ 
gether  here  in  the  sight  of  God,  and 
in  the  face  of  this  company,  to  join  to¬ 
gether  this  Man  and  this  W Oman  in  holy 
matrimony;  which  is  commended  of  St. 
Paul  to  be  honorable  among  all  men;  and 
therefore  is  not  by  any  to  be  entered  into 
unadvisedly  or  lightly;  but  reverently, 
"discreetly,  advisedly,  soberly,  and  in  the 
fear  of  God.  Into  this  holy  estate  these 
two  persons  present  come  now  to  be 
joined.  If  any  man  can  show  just  cause 
why  they  may  not  lawfully  be  joined  to- 
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gether,  let  him  now  speak,  or  else  here¬ 
after  for  ever  hold  his  peace. 

If  Then  speaking  unto  the  Persons  who  are  to  be 

married,  he  shall  say, 

I  REQUIRE  and  charge  you  both,  (as  ye 
will  answer  at  the  dreadful  day  of  judg¬ 
ment,  when  the  secrets  of  all  hearts  shall 
be  disclosed,)  that  if  either  of  you  know 
any  impediment,  why  ye  may  not  be  law¬ 
fully  joined  together  in  Matrimony,  ye  do 
now  confess  it.  For  be  ye  well  assured, 
that  if  any  persons  are  joined  together 
otherwise  than  as  God’s  IVord  doth  allow, 
their  marriage  is  not  lawful. 

If  no  impediment  be  alleged,  then  shall  the 
Minister  say  to  the  Man, 

IT  WELT  thou  have  this  Woman  to 
thy  wedded  Wife,  to  live  together 
after  God’s  ordinance,  in  the  holy  estate 
of  Matrimony?  Wilt  thou  love  her,  com¬ 
fort  her,  honor,  and  keep  her,  in  sickness 
and  in  health;  and,  forsaking  all  others, 
keep  thee  only  unto  her,  so  long  as  ye 
both  shall  live  ? 

Answer .  I  will. 


I  Then  shall  the  Minister  say  unto  the  Woman, 

NWELT  thou  have  this  Man  to  thy 
•  wedded  Husband,  to  live  together 
after  God’s  ordinance,  in  the  holy  estate 
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of  Matrimony?  Wilt  thou  obey  him,  and 
serve  him,  love,  honor,  and  keep  him,  in 
sickness  and  in  health;  and,  forsaking  all 
others,  keep  thee  only  unto  him,  so  long 
as  ye  both  shall  live? 

Answer.  I  will. 

If  Then  shall  the  Minister  say, 

Who  giveth  this  Woman  to  be  married 
to  this  Man  ? 

If  Then  shall  they  give  their  Troth  to  each  other  in 
this  manner:  The  Minister,  receiving  the  Woman 
at  her  father’s,  or  friend’s  hands,  shall  cause  the 
Man  with  his  right  hand  to  take  the  Woman  by 
her  right  hand,  and  to  say  after  him : 

I  31.  take  thee  N.  to  my  wedded  Wife, 
to  have  and  to  hold,  from  this  day  for¬ 
ward,  for  better  for  worse,  for  richer  for 
poorer,  in  sickness  and  in  health,  to  love 
and  to  cherish,  till  death  us  do  part,  ac¬ 
cording  to  God’s  holy  ordinance;  and 
thereto  I  plight  thee  my  Troth. 

If  Then  shall  they  loose  their  hands ;  and  the 
Woman  with  her  right  hand  taking  the  Man  by 
his  right  hand,  shall  likewise  say  after  the  Min¬ 
ister  : 

IN.  take  thee  M.  to  my  wedded  Husband, 
to  have  and  to  hold,  from  this  day  for¬ 
ward,  for  better  for  worse,  for  richer  for 
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poorer,  in  sickness  and  in  health,  to  love, 
cherish,  and  obey,  till  death  ns  do  part, 
according  to  God's  holy  ordinance;  and 
thereto  I  give  thee  my  Troth. 


H  Then  shall  the  Man  place  upon  the  fourth  finger 
of  the  VV  oman  s  left  hand  a  Ring,  and  holding  it 
there,  repeat  after  the  Minister, 


WITH  this  Ring  I  thee  wed:  In  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Amen. 


Let  us  pray. 

OUR  Father,  who  art  in  heaven;  Hal¬ 
lowed  be  thy  Xame.  Thy  kingdom 
come.  Thy  will  be  done  on  earth,  As  it  is 
in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our  daily 
bread.  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  As 
we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us. 
And  lead  us  not  into  temptation;  But 
deliver  us  from  evil.  Amen. 


A  ETERXAL  God,  Creator  and  Pre- 
Vy  server  of  all  mankind,  Giver  of  all 
spiritual  grace,  the  Author  of  everlasting 
life;  Send  thy  blessing  upon  these  thy  ser¬ 
vants,  this  man  and  this  woman,  whom  we 
bless  in  thy  Xame ;  that  they  may  surely 
perform  and  keep  the  vow  and  covenant 
betwixt  them  made  (whereof  this  Ring 
given  and  received  is  a  token  and  pledge), 
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and  may  ever  remain  in  perfect  love  and 
peace  together,  and  live  according  to  thy 
laws;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 


If  Then  shall  the  Minister  join  their  right  hands 

together,  and  say, 

Those  whom  God  hath  joined  together, 
let  no  man  put  asunder. 

jf  Then  shall  the  Minister  say, 

FORASMUCH  as  31.  and  N.  have  con¬ 
sented  together  in  holy  wedlock,  and 
have  witnessed  the  same  before  God  and 
this  company,  and  thereto  have  given  and 
pledged  their  troth,  each  to  the  other,  and 
have  declared  the  same  (by  giving  and 
receiving  a  Ring,  and)  by  joining  hands; 
I  pronounce,  that  they  are  Husband  and 
Wife ;  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Amen. 


If  Then  the  Minister  shall  add  this  blessing 

GOD  the  Father,  God  the  Son,  God  the 
Holy  Ghost,  bless,  preserve,  and  keep 
you ;  The  Lord  mercifully  with  his  favor 
look  upon  you,  and  fill  you  with  all 
spiritual  benediction  and  grace ;  that  ye 
may  so  live  together  in  this  life,  that  in 
the  world  to  come  ye  may  have  life  ever¬ 
lasting.  Amen. 
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If  The  Minister,  meeting  the  Corpse  at  the  entrance 
of  the  Church  or  Churchyard,  and  going  before 
it,  either  into  the  Church,  or  towards  the  Grave, 
shall  say  one  or  more  of  the  following  sentences  : 

I  AM  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith 
the  Lord ;  he  that  believeth  in  me, 
though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live ; 
and  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  me, 
shall  never  die.  St.  John  xi,  25,  26. 

I  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth,  and 
that  he  shall  stand  at  the  latter  day 
upon  the  earth:  and  though  after  my  skin 
worms  destroy  this  body,  yet  in  my  flesh 
shall  I  see  God:  whom  I  shall  see  for 
myself,  and  mine  eyes  shall  behold,  and  not 
another.  Job  xix,  25,  26,  27. 

We  brought  nothing  into  this  world, 
and  it  is  certain  we  can  carry  nothing  out. 
The  Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord  hath  taken 
away;  blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord. 
1  Tim.  vi,  7;  Job  i,  21. 

He  that  heareth  my  word,  and  believeth 
on  him  that  sent  me,  hath  everlasting  life, 
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and  shall  not  come  into  condemnation; 
but  is  passed  from  death  unto  life.  John 
v,  24. 

The  dead  shall  hear  the  voice  of  the 
Son  of  God;  and  they  that  hear  shall  live, 
and  shall  come  forth;  they  that  have  done 
good,  unto  the  resurrection  of  life;  and 
they  that  have  done  evil,  unto  the  resur¬ 
rection  of  damnation.  John  v,  25,  29. 

Our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  hath  abolished 
death,  and  hath  brought  life  and  immor¬ 
tality  to  light  through  the  gospel.  2  Tim. 
i,  10. 

I  know  whom  I  have  believed,  and  am 
persuaded  that  he  is  able  to  keep  that 
which  I  have  committed  unto  him  against 
that  day.  2  Tim.  i,  12. 

If  After  they  are  come  into  the  Church,  shall  be 
said  or  sung  one  or  both  of  the  following  Psalms, 
taken  from  the  xxxix  and  xc. 

Psalm  xxxix. 

LORD,  let  me  know  my  end,  and  the 
number  of  my  days;  that  I  may  he 
certified  how  long  I  have  to  live. 

Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  it 
were  a  span  long;  and  mine  age  is  even 
as  nothing  in  respect  of  thee ;  and  verily 
every  man  living  is  altogether  vanity. 

F or  man  walketh  in  a  vain  shadow,  and 
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disquieteth  himself  in  vain;  he  heapeth 
up  riches,  and  cannot  tell  who  shall  gather 
them. 

And  now,  Lord,  what  is  my  hope? 
Truly  my  hope  is  even  in  thee. 

Deliver  me  from  all  mine  offences,  and 
make  me  not  a  rebuke  unto  the  foolish. 

TV  hen  thou  with  rebukes  dost  chasten 
man  for  sin,  thou  makest  his  beauty  to 
consume  away,  like  as  it  were  a  moth 
fretting  a  garment :  every  man,  therefore, 
is  hut  vanity. 

Hear  my  prayer,  0  Lord;  and  with 
thine  ears  consider  my  calling;  hold  not 
thy  peace  at  my  tears  : 

For  I  am  a  stranger  with  thee,  and  a 
sojourner,  as  all  my  fathers  were. 

0  spare  me  a  little,  that  I  may  recover 
my  strength  before  I  go  hence,  and  be 
no  more  seen.

LORD,  thou  hast  been  our  refuge,  from 
one  generation  to  another. 

Before  the  mountains  were  brought 
forth,  or  ever  the  earth  and  the  world 
were  made,  thou  art  God  from  everlasting, 
and  world  without  end.

Thou  hast  set  our  misdeeds  before  thee ;

countenance. 

For  when  thou  art  angry,  all  our  days 
are  gone :  we  bring  our  years  to  an  end, 
as  it  were  a  tale  that  is  told. 

The  days  of  our  age  are  threescore 
years  and  ten;  and  though  men  be  so 
strong  that  they  come  to  fourscore  years, 
yet  is  their  strength  then  but  labor  and 
sorrow ;  so  soon  passeth  it  away,  and  we 
are  gone. 

So  teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that 
we  may  apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom. 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son, 
and  to  the  Holy  Ghost; 

As  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now, 
and  ever  shall  be,  world  without  end. 
Amen.

BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 


Y  Then  shall  follow  the  Lesson,  taken  out  of  the 
fifteenth  Chapter  of  the  first  Epistle  of  St.  Paul 
to  the  Corinthians.  But  the  Minister,  at  his  dis¬ 
cretion,  may  select  any  other  suitable  portion  of 
Scripture ;  and  in  case  of  the  burial  of  a  child, 
2  Samuel  xii,  15-23,  and  St.  Mark  x,  13-16,  may 
be  used. 

1  Cor .  xv,  20. 

NOW  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and 
become  the  first-fruits  of  them  that 
slept.  For  since  by  man  came  death,  by 
man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead.  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so 
in  Christ  shall  all  he  made  alive.  But 
every  man  in  his  own  order:  Christ  the 
first-fruits;  afterward  they  that  are 
Christ’s,  at  his  coming.  Then  cometh  the 
end,  when  he  shall  have  delivered  up  the 
kingdom  to  Glod,  even  the  Father;  when 
he  shall  have  put  down  all  rule,  and  all 
authority,  and  power.  For  he  must  reign, 
till  he  hath  put  all  enemies  under  his  feet. 
The  last  enemy  that  shall  he  destroyed  is 
death.  For  he  hath  put  all  things  under 
his  feet.  But  when  lie  saith,  all  things 
are  put  under  him,  it  is  manifest  that  he 
is  excepted,  which  did  put  all  things  under 
him.  And  when  all  things  shall  be  sub- 
dued  unto  him,  then  shall  the  Son  also 
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himself  be  subject  unto  Him  that  put  all 
things  under  him,  that  God  may  be  all  in 
all.  Else  what  shall  they  do  which  are 
baptized  for  the  dead,  if  the  dead  rise  not 
at  all  ?  Why  are  they  then  baptized  for 
the  dead  ?  and  why  stand  we  in  jeopardy 
every  hour  ?  I  protest  by  your  rejoicing, 
which  I  have  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  I 
die  daily.  If  after  the  manner  of  men  I 
have  fought  with  beasts  at  Ephesus,  what 
advantageth  it  me,  if  the  dead  rise  not? 
let  us  eat  and  drink,  for  to-morrow  we 
die.  Be  not  deceived :  evil  communica¬ 
tions  corrupt  good  manners.  Awake  to 
righteousness,  and  sin  not ;  for  some  have 
not  the  knowledge  of  God.  I  speak  this 
to  your  shame.  But  some  man  will  say, 
How  are  the  dead  raised  up  ?  and  with 
what  body  do  they  come  ?  Thou  fool ! 
that  which  thou  so  west  is  not  quickened, 
except  it  die.  And  that  which  thou  sow- 
est,  thou  sowest  not  that  body  that  shall 
be,  but  bare  grain,  it  may  chance  of 
wheat,  or  of  some  other  grain.  But  God 
giveth  it  a  body  as  it  hath  pleased  him, 
and  to  every  seed  his  own  body.  All  flesh 
is  not  the  same  flesh ;  but  there  is  one 
kind  of  flesh  of  men,  another  flesh  of 
beasts,  another  of  fishes,  and  another  of 
birds.  There  are  also  celestial  bodies,  and 
bodies  terrestrial ;  but  the  glory  of  the 
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celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the  ter¬ 
restrial  is  another.  There  is  one  glory  of 
the  sun,  and  another  glory  of  the  moon, 
and  another  glory  of  the  stars;  for  one 
star  differetli  from  another  star  in  glory. 
So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  It 
is  sown  in  corruption;  it  is  raised  in  incor¬ 
ruption:  it  is  sown  in  dishonor;  it  is 
raised  in  glory  :  it  is  sown  in  weakness  ; 
it  is  raised  in  power :  it  is  sown  a  natural 
body :  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body.  There 
is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual 
body.  And  so  it  is  wwitten,  The  first  man 
Adam  was  made  a  living  soul ;  the  last 
Adam  was  made  a  quickening  spirit. 
Howbeit,  that  was  not  first  which  is 
spiritual,  but  that  which  is  natural ;  and 
afterward  that  which  is  spiritual.  The 
first  man  .is  of  the  earth,  earthy:  the 
second  man  is  the  Lord  from  heaven.  As 
is  the  earthy,  such  are  they  that  are 
earthy :  and  as  is  the  heavenly,  such  are 
they  also  that  are  heavenly.  And  as  we 
have  borne  the  image  of  the  earthy,  we 
shall  also  hear  the  image  of  the  heavenly. 
Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and 
blood  cannot  inherit  the  Kingdom  of  God ; 
neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incorrup¬ 
tion.  Behold,  I  show  you  a  mystery :  we 
shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be 
changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling 
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of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump :  for  the  trum¬ 
pet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be 
raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  he 
changed.  For  this  corruptible  must  put 
on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put 
on  immortality.  So  when  this  corruptible 
shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this 
mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality; 
then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying 
that  is  written,  Death  is  swallowed  up  in 
victory.  0  death,  where  is  thy  sting  ?  0 
grave,  where  is  thy  victory  ?  The  sting 
of  death  is  sin ;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is 
the  Law.  But  thanks  be  to  God,  which 
giveth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  Therefore,  my  beloved 
brethren,  be  ye  steadfast,  unmovable,  al¬ 
ways  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord, 
forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labor  is 
not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 


If  Or  this, 

St  John  xi,  32. 

TIlEiT  when  Mary  was  come  where  Jesus 
was,  and  saw  him,  she  fell  down  at  his 
feet,  saying  unto  him,  Lord,  if  thou  hadst 
been  here,  my  brother  had  not  died. 
When  Jesus  therefore  saw  her  weeping, 
and  the  Jews  also  weeping  which  came 
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with  her,  he  groaned  in  the  spirit,  and 
was  troubled,  And  said,  Where  have  ye 
laid  him?  They  said  unto  him,  Lord, 
come  and  see.  Jesus  wept.  Then  said 
the  Jews,  Behold  how  he  loved  him  !  And 
some  of  them  said,  Could  not  this  man, 
which  opened  the  eyes  of  the  blind,  have 
caused  that  even  this  man  should  not 
have  died?  Jesus  therefore  again  groan¬ 
ing  in  himself  cometh  to  the  grave.  It 
was  a  cave,  aiid  a  stone  lay  upon  it.  Jesus 
said,  Take  ye  away  the  stone.  Martha, 
the  sister  of  him  that  was  dead,  saith  unto 
him,  Lord,  by  this  time  he  stinketli :  for 
he  hath  been  dead  four  days.  Jesus  saith 
unto  her,  Said  I  not  unto  thee,  that,  if 
thou  wouldest  believe,  thou  shouldest  see 
the  glory  of  Grod  ?  Then  they  took  away 
the  stone  from  the  place  where  the  dead 
was  laid.  And  Jesus  lifted  up  his  eyes, 
and  said,  Father,  I  thank  thee  that  thou 
hast  heard  me.  And  I  knew  that  thou 
hearest  me  alwavs :  but  because  of  the 
people  which  stand  by  I  said  it,  that  they 
may  believe  that  thou  hast  sent  me.  And 
when  he  thus  had  spoken,  he  cried  with  a 
loud  voice,  Lazarus,  come  forth.  And  he 
that  was  dead  came  forth,  bound  hand  and 
foot  with  grave-clothes  :  and  his  face  was 
bound  about  with  a  napkin.  J esus  saith 
unto  them,  Loose  him,  and  let  him  go. 
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If  Here  may  be  sung  a  Hymn,  and  the  Minister  may 
use  the  following  Prayer,  or  any  other,  extempo¬ 
raneous  or  otherwise. 

0GOD,  whose  days  are  without  end,  and 
whose  mercies  cannot  he  numbered; 
make  us,  we  beseech  thee,  deeply  sensible 
of  the  shortness  and  uncertainty  of  human 
life ;  and  let  thy  Holy  Spirit  lead  us 
through  this  vale  of  misery,  in  holiness 
and  righteousness,  all  the  days  of  our  lives  : 
That,  when  we  shall  have  served  thee  in 
our  generation,  we  may  be  gathered  unto 
our  fathers,  havi  n  g  the  testimony  of  a  good 
conscience ;  in  the  communion  of  thy 
Church;  in  the  confidence  of  a  certain 
faith ;  in  the  comfort  of  a  reasonable,  reli¬ 
gious,  and  holy  hope ;  in  favor  with  thee 
our  God,  and  in  perfect  charity  with  the 
world.  All  which  we  ask  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 


If  When  they  come  to  the  Grave,  while  the  Corpse 
is  made  ready  to  be  laid  into  the  earth,  shall  be 
sung  or  said, 

MAX,  that  is  horn  of  a  woman,  hath  but 
a  short  time  to  live,  and  is  full  of 
misery.  He  cometh  up,  and  is  cut  down, 
like  a  flower ;  he  fleeth  as  it  were  a 
shadow,  and  never  continueth  in  one  stay. 
In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death :  of 
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whom  may  we  seek  for  succor,  but  of  thee, 
0  Lord,  who  for  our  sins  art  justly  dis¬ 
pleased  ? 

Yet,  0  Lord  God  most  holy,  0  Lord 
most  mighty,  0  holy  and  most  merciful 
Saviour,  deliver  us  not  into  the  hitter 
pains  of  eternal  death. 

Thou  knowest,  Lord,  the  secrets  of  our 
hearts;  shut  not  thy  merciful  ears  to  our 
prayers ;  hut  spare  us,  Lord  most  holy, 
0  God  most  mighty,  0  holy  and  merciful 
Saviour,  thou  most  worthy  Judge  eternal, 
suffer  us  not,  at  our  last  hour,  for  any 
pains  of  death,  to  lose  our  confidence  in 
thee.

THEN  the  twelve  called  the  multitude 
of  the  disciples  unto  them,  and  said, 
It  is  not  reason  that  we  should  leave  the 
Word  of  God,  and  serve  tables.  Where¬ 
fore,  brethren,  look  ye  out  among  you 
seven  men  of  honest  report,  full  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we  may 
appoint  over  this  business.

Answer.  I  will  so  do,  by  the  help  of 
God. 

Bishop.  Will  you  apply  all  your  dili¬ 
gence  to  frame  and  fashion  your  own  lives 
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and  the  lives  of  your  families,  according 
to  the  Doctrine  of  Christ ;  and  to  make 
both  yourselves  and  them,  as  much  as  in 
you  lieth,  wholesome  examples  to  the 
flock  of  Christ  ? 

Answer .  I  will  so  do,  the  Lord  being 
my  helper. 

Bishop .  Will  you  give  heed  to  your 
Bishop,  and  other  Ministers  who  may 
have  the  charge  and  government  over 
you;  following  with  a  glad  mind  and  will 
their  Christian  counsels  and  admonitions?

The  Epistle.  Ephes.  iv,  7. 

UNTO  every  one  of  us  is  given  grace, 
according  to  the  measure  of  the  gift 
of  Christ.  Wherefore  he  saith,  When  he 
ascended  up  on  high,  he  led  captivity  cap¬ 
tive,  and  gave  gifts  unto  men.  (Now  that 
he  ascended,  what  is  it  but  that  he  also 
descended  first  into  the  lower  parts  of  the 
earth  ?  He  that  descended  is  the  same 
also  that  ascended  up  far  above  all  hea¬ 
vens,  that  he  might  fill  all  things).  And 
he  gave  some,  Apostles;  and  some,  Pro¬ 
phets;  and  some,  Evangelists;  and  some, 
Pastors  and  Teachers;  for  the  perfecting 
of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  Min¬ 
istry,  for  the  edifvino;  of  the  Bodv  of 
Christ:  till  we  all  come  in  the  unity  of 
the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son 
of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the 
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measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fullness  of 
Christ. 

The  Gospel .  St.  Matt,  ix,  36. 

WHEY  Jesus  saw  the  multitudes,  he 
was  moved  with  compassion  on  them, 
because  they  fainted,  and  were  scattered 
abroad,  as  sheep  having  no  shepherd. 
Then  saith  he  unto  his  disciples,  The 
harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but  the  laborers 
are  few.  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  laborers 
into  his  harvest.

TTERILY,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He 
*  that  entereth  not  by  the  door  into  the 
sheepfold,  but  climbeth  up  some  other 
way,  the  same  is  a  thief  and  a  robber. 
But  he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the 
Shepherd  of  the  sheep.  To  him  the  porter 
openeth ;  and  the  sheep  hear  his  voice :  and 
he  calleth  his  own  sheep  by  name,  and 
leadeth  them  out.  And  when  he  putteth 
forth  his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  before  them, 
and  the  sheep  follow  him;  for  they  know 
his  voice.  And  a  stranger  will  they  not 
follow,  but  will  flee  from  him;  for 
they  know  not  the  voice  of  strangers* 
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This  parable  spake  Jesus  unto  them.;  but 
they  understood  not  what  things  they 
were  which  he  spake  unto  them.  Then 
said  Jesus  unto  them  again,  Verily,  verily, 
I  say  unto  you,  I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep. 
All  that  ever  came  before  me  are 
thieves  and  robbers :  but  the  sheep  did 
not  hear  them.  I  am  the  door  :  by  me  if 
any  man  enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved,  and 
shall  go  in  and  out,  and  find  pasture.  The 
thief  cometh  not  but  for  to  steal,  and  to 
kill,  and  to  destroy :  I  am  come  that  they 
might  have  life,  and  that  they  might  have 
it  more  abundantly.  I  am  the  good  Shep¬ 
herd  :  the  good  Shepherd  giveth  his  life 
for  the  sheep.  But  he  that  is  an  hireling, 
and  not  the  Shepherd,  whose  own  the 
sheep  are  not,  seeth  the  wolf  coming,  and 
leaveth  the  sheep,  and  fleeth :  and  the 
wolf  catcheth  them,  and  scattereth  the 
sheep.  The  hireling  fleeth,  because  he  is 
an  hireling,  and  careth  not  for  the  sheep. 
I  am  the  good  Shepherd,  and  know  my 
sheep,  and  am  known  of  mine.  As  the 
Father  knoweth  me,  even  so  know  I  the 
Father:  and  I  laydown  my  life  for  the 
sheep.  And  other  sheep  I  have,  which 
are  not  of  this  fold:  them  also  I  must 
bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my  voice;  and 
there  shall  be  one  fold,  and  one  Shep¬ 
herd. 
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‘f  Then  the  Bishop  shall  say  unto  them  as  fellows: 

YE  have  heard,  Brethren,  as  well  in 
your  private  examination,  as  in  the 
exhortation  which  was  now  made  to  you 
and  in  the  holy  lessons  taken  out  of  the 
Gospel,  and  the  writings  of  the  Apostles, 
of  what  dignity,  and  of  how  great  import¬ 
ance  this  Office  is,  wliereunto  ye  are  called. 
And  now  again  we  exhort  you,  in  the 
name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye 
have  in  remembrance,  into  how  high  a 
dignity,  and  to  how  weighty  an  Office  and 
Charge  ye  are  called :  That  is  to  say,  to  he 
Messengers,  Watchmen,  and  Stewards  of 
the  Lord;  to  teach,  and  to  premonish,  to 
feed  and  provide  for  the  Lord’s  family; 
to  seek  for  Christ’s  sheep  that  are  dispersed 
abroad,  and  for  his  children  who  are  in 
the  midst  of  this  naughty  world,  that  they 
may  be  saved  through  Christ  forever. 

Have  always  therefore  printed  in  your 
remembrance,  how  great  a  treasure  is 
committed  to  your  charge.  For  they  are 
the  sheep  of  Christ,  which  he  bought  with 
his  death,  and  for  whom  he  shed  his 
blood.  The  Church  and  Congregation 
whom  you  must  serve  is  his  Spouse,  and 
his  Body.  And  if  it  shall  happen  that  the 
same  Church,  or  any  member  thereof,  do 
take  any  hurt  or  hindrance  by  reason  of 
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your  negligence,  ye  know  the  greatness  of 
the  fault,  and  also  the  condemnation  that 
will  ensue.  Wherefore  consider  with 
yourselves  the  end  of  the  Ministry,  to¬ 
wards  the  Children  of  God,  towards  the 
Spouse  and  Body  of  Christ;  and  see  that 
ye  never  cease  your  labor,  your  care  and 
diligence,  until  ye  have  done  all  that  lieth 
in  you,  according  to  your  hounden  duty, 
to.  bring  all  such  as  are  or  shall  he  com¬ 
mitted  to  your  charge,  unto  that  agree¬ 
ment  in  the  faith  and  knowledge  of  God, 
and  to  that  ripeness  and  perfectness  of 
age  in  Christ,  that  there  he  no  place  left 
among  you,  either  for  error  in  religion,  or 
for  viciousness  in  life. 

Forasmuch  then  as  vour  Office  is  both 

%/ 

of  so  great  excellency,  and  of  so  great 
difficulty,  ye  see  with  how  great  care  and 
study  ye  ought  to  apply  yourselves,  as 
well  to  show  yourselves  dutiful  and  thank¬ 
ful  unto  that  Lord  who  hath  placed  you 
in  so  high  a  dignity :  as  also  to  beware 
that  neither  you  yourselves  offend,  nor  be 
occasion  that  others  offend.  Howbeit  ye 
cannot  have  a  mind  and  will  thereto  of 
yourselves;  for  that  will  and  ability  is 
given  of  God  alone:  therefore  ye  ought, 
and  have  need,  to  pray  earnestly  for  his 
Holy  Spirit.  And  seeing  that  ye  cannot 
by  any  other  means  compass  the  doing  of 
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so  weighty  a  work,  pertaining  to  the 
salvation  of  man,  but  with  doctrine  and 
exhortation  taken  out  of  the  Holy  Scrip¬ 
tures,  and  with  a  life  agreeable  to  the 
same;  consider  how  studious  ye  ought  to 
be  in  reading  and  learning  the  Scriptures, 
and  in  framing  the  manners  both  of  your¬ 
selves,  and  of  them  that  specially  pertain 
unto  you,  according  to  the  rule  of  the 
same  Scriptures;  and  for  this  self-same 
cause,  how  ye  ought  to  forsake  and  set 
aside,  as  much  as  ye  may,  all  worldly 
cares  and  studies. 

W e  have  good  hope  that  ye  have  well 
weighed  these  things  with  yourselves,  long 
before  this  time ;  and  that  ye  have  clearly 
determined,  by  God’s  grace,  to  give  your¬ 
selves  wholly  to  this  Office,  whereunto  it 
hath  pleased  God  to  call  you;  so  that,  as 
much  as  lieth  in  you,  ye  will  apply  yourselves 
wholly  to  this  one  thing,  and  draw  all 
your  cares  and  studies  this  way;  and  that 
ye  will  continually  pray  to  God  the  Father, 
by  the  Mediation  of  our  only  Saviour 
J esus  Christ,  for  the  heavenly  assistance 
of  the  Holy  Ghost:  that  by  daily  reading 
and  weighing  the  Scriptures,  ye  may  wax 
riper  and  stronger  in  your  Ministry;  and 
that  ye  may  so  endeavor  yourselves,  from 
time  to  time,  to  sanctity  the  lives  of  you 
and  yours,  and  to  fashion  them  after  the

Rule  and  Doctrine  of  Christ,  that  ye  may 
be  wholesome  and  godly  examples  and 
patterns  for  the  people  to  follow. 

And  now,  that  this  present  Congrega¬ 
tion  of  Christ  may  also  understand  your 
minds  and  wills  in  these  things,  and  that 
this  your  promise  may  the  more  move  you 
to  do  your  duties ;  ye  shall  answer  plainly 
to  these  things,  which  we,  in  the  name  of 
God,  and  of  his  Church,  shall  demand  of 
you  touching  the  same. 

DO  you  think  in  your  heart,  that  you 
are  truly  called,  according  to  the  will 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  according 
to  the  order  of  this  Church,  to  the  Office 
a,nd  Ministry  of  a  Presbyter?

Acts  xx,  17. 

FROM  Miletus,  Paul  sent  to  Ephesus, 
and  called  the  Elders  of  the  Church. 
And  when  they  were  come  to  him,  he 
said  unto  them,  Ye  know,  from  the  first 
day  that  I  came  into  Asia,  after  what 
manner  I  have  been  with  you  at  all  sea¬ 
sons,  serving  the  Lord  with  all  humility 
of  mind,  and  with  many  tears  and  temp- 
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tations,  which  befell  me  by  the  lying  in 
wait  of  the  Jews:  and  how  I  kept  back 
nothing  that  was  profitable  unto  you,  but 
have  showed  you,  and  have  taught  you 
publicly,  and  from  house  to  house,  testi¬ 
fying  both  to  the  Jews,  and  also  to  the 
Greeks,  repentance  toward  God,  and  faith 
toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  And  now, 
behold,  I  go  bound  in  the  spirit  unto 
Jerusalem,  not  knowing  the  things  that 
shall  befall  me  there ;  save  that  the  Holy 
Ghost  witnesseth  in  every  city,  saying 
that  bonds  and  afflictions  abide  me.  But 
none  of  these  things  move  me,  neither 
count  I  my  life  dear  unto  myself,  so  that 
I  might  finish  my  course  with  joy,  and 
the  ministry  which  I  have  received  of  the 
Lord  Jesus,  to  testify  the  Gospel  of  the 
grace  of  God.  And  now,  behold,  I  know 
that  ye  all,  among  whom  I  have  gone 
preaching  the  Kingdom  of  God,  shall  see 
my  face  no  more.  Wherefore  I  take  you 
to  record  this  day,  that  I  am  pure  from 
the  blood  of  all  men.  For  I  have  not 
shunned  to  declare  unto  you  all  the  coun¬ 
sel  of  God.  Take  heed,  therefore,  unto 
yourselves,  and  to  all  the  flock  over  the 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  you 
Overseers,  to  feed  the  Church  of  God, 
which  he  hath  purchased  with  his  own 
blood.  For  I  know  this,  that  after  my 
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departing  shall  grievous  wolves  enter  in 
among  you,  not  sparing  the  flock.  Also 
ot  your  own  selves  shall  men  arise,  speak- 
mg  pen  erse  things,  to  draw  away  disciples 
after  them.  Therefore  watch,  and  remem¬ 
ber,  that  by  the  space  of  three  years,  I 
ceased,  not  to  warn  every  one  ni^ht  and 
day  with  tears.  And  now,  brethren,  I 
commend  you  to  God,  and  to  the  Word 
of  Ins  grace,  which  is.  able  to  build  you 
up,  and  to  give  you  an  inheritance  among 
all  them  which  are  sanctified.  I  have 
coveted  no  man’s  silver,  or  gold,  or  ap¬ 
parel;  yea,  ye  yourselves  know,  that 
these  hands  have  ministered  unto  my 
necessities,  and  to  them  that  were  with 
rue.  I  have,  showed  you  all  things,  how 
that  so  laboring  ye  ought  to  support  the 
weak;  and  to  remember  the  words  of  the 
Lord  J esus,  how  he  said,  It  is  more  blessed 
to  give  than  to  receive. 

IT  Then  'shall  be  read  the  Gospel. 

St.  John  xxi,  15. 

JESUS  saith  to  Simon  Peter,  Simon,  son 
^  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me  more  than 
these?  He  saith  unto  him,  Yea,  Lord;

DEARLY  beloved  in  the  Lord;  foras¬ 
much  as  devout  and  holy  men,  as  well 
under  the  Law  as  under  the  Gospel, 
moved  either  by  the  express  command  of 
God,  or  by  the  influence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  and  acting  agreeably  to  their  own 
sense  of  the  natural  fitness  of  things,  have 
erected  houses  for  the  public  worship  of 
God,  and  separated  them  from  all  un¬ 
hallowed,  worldly,  and  common  uses,  in 
order  to  fill  men’s  minds  with  greater 
reverence  for  his  glorious  Majesty,  and 
affect  their  hearts  with  more  devotion 
and  humility  in  his  service ;  which  pious 
works  have  been  approved  of  and  gracious¬ 
ly  accepted  by  our  heavenly  Father :  Let 
us  not  doubt  but  that  he  will  also  favor¬ 
ably  approve  our  godly  purpose  of  setting 
apart  this  place  in  a  solemn  manner,  for  the 
several  offices  of  religious  worship,  and 
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let  us  faithfully  and  devoutly  seek  his 
blessing  on  this  our  undertaking.
